[Text] The year 1980 is the 110th anniversary of the birth of Viedimir 1i'- 
ich Lenin. Brilliant Cheoretician and great strategist and tactician of the 
world revolutionary process, V. I. Lenin created immortal teachings of non- 
transitory and ever-growing value to peoples on the path of social and na- 
tional liberation. 


The CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the 110th Anniversary of the Birth of 
Viadimir Li'ich Lenin" states that “the national liberation sovement has won 
outstanding victories under the influence of the inspiring example of the de- 
velopment of world socialism, under the direct influence of the concepts of 
Lenin and Great October. Many young states striving to eliminate backward - 
ness, achieve economic independence and build a just society, have turned to 
Marxiem-Leninism, to the experience of actual socialise." 


This process is fully characteristic of the African continent, where unpa- 
ralleled historic changes have occurred and are occurring in our time. Sci- 
entific analysis and thorough, comprehensive comprehension of these changes, 
revealing the prospects for further development of the continent's peoples 
and countries from the positions of Marxist-Leninist teachings, on the basis 
of the great Lenin's ideas and foresight -- these are the center of atten- 
tion for Soviet African studies, a comparatively young but rapidly develop- 
ing science devoted to pressing problems important to the entire modern 
world. 


As an independent branch of social sciences, Soviet African studies was torn 
only recently, several decades ago. Creation of the USSR Academy of Sciences 
Africa Institute, whose 20th anniversary we recently celebrated, was an im- 
portant frontier en route to establishing it. But even in prerevolutionary

Russia, eclentists alwaye displayed a lively interest in Africa. Represen- 
tatives Of leading social Chought in Russia «= Radishchev, Hertsen, Cherny- 
shevekiy «= protested attacks on the peoples of Africa and the system of co: 
lonial slavery. For bie “Tetradi po imperialiemu" (Notebooks on Imperial - 
jem) and other works, V. 1. Lenin used care “grains” of frank admissions in 
writing® on Africa by bourgeois scientists and journalists. 


Colonialiom, Chat monstrous offepring of capitaliom and imperialiom, has not 
only deatroyed entire African civilizacions and tried to take their history 
away (‘row Africans, but it has monopolized the science of Africa, making it 
serve its own mercenary interests. ict has, figuratively speaking, locked 

up the peoples of Africa and deprived them of the right to intercourse with 
other countries and peoples. Under these conditions, African studies, thus 
deprived of a material base, could naturally not be developed fruitfully in 
Rusela. 


The Great October Socialist Revolution, the bistoric victory of the Soviet 
people over Fasciem in World War Il, the formation of the world socialist 
community and destruction of the colonial system created the cond/tions for 
the comprehensive study of Africa by Soviet scientists. The October Revolu- 
tion opened a new era in the history of human society and set peoples a path 
of struggle against all oppression and exploitation. The victory over Ger- 
man Fasciem and Japanese militarism, whose 35th anniversary all of progres - 
sive mankind is celebrating this year, struck a blow at the most reactionary 
forces of imperialism and gave life to a powerful national liberation move - 
ment on the enslaved continents of the colonizers, including Africa; this 
movement was directed against the world colonial system. 


lt was precisely during the collapse of this infamous system, during the 
winning of independence by the African countries and their emergence into 
the international arena as sovereign states that real opportunities arose 
for setting up comprehensive research on Africa in the Soviet Union, for es- 
tablishing and developing Soviet African studies. In adopting a resolution 
to create the Africa Institute, our Leninist party, its Central Committee, 
the Soviet government and the Presidium of the USSR Academy of Sciences were 
governed by noble and internationalist aims, those of strengthening peace 
and friendship between Soviet and African peoples, of developing friendly 
relations between the USSR and the countries of Africa, and of disinterest- 
edly helping the peoples of that continent in their struggle for full, geau- 
ine liberation from imperialist and all other forms of exploitation. 


"Great is the role of science in the historical destinies of mankind and 
great is its responsibility for the future," stresses L. I. Brezhnev. "This 
applies both to the natural and physical sciences and to the social sciences. 
And particular responsibility perhaps falls on that branch of scientific 
knowledge which studies political problems and structures, their role in 
social development and international politics, in the interrelationships of 
states in the world arena."!

The continent of Africa, with its present population of about 450 million, 
playe an important role in solving these problems, which profoundly disturb 
ail the people of the earth. 


Previously, when imperialiom held Africa in colonial dependence, the peoples 
of the continent were held apart from solving problems of war and peace. in 
1946, representatives of only four African states -- Ethiopia, Liberia, 
Egypt and the Union of South Africa -- could ascend the tribune at the ist 
session of the UN General Assembly, and the last of those states expressed 
the interests of the country's white majority. 


Now, the situation has changed radically. African countries have emerged 
onto the proscenium of world politics. They comprise one-third of all UN 
members. According to estimates by the AN Ussn [usee Academy of Sciences) 
Africa Inscitute, 80-90 percent of all Soviet Union proposals aimed at 
strengthening world peace, banning nuclear arms and stopping the arms race 
which were introduced at the 30th, 3iet, 32nd and 33rd UN General Assembly 
sessions were supported by 45 African countries. Africa has ceased to be 
ao international political reserve of capitalism. It is gradually becoming 
a political ally of world socialism in the struggle for world peace. This 
is a new and positive factor in world development, a factor serving to 
strengthen the positions of world socialism, of all the forces of peace 
and progress. 


However, we see a different picture when we analyze the place and role of 
Africa in the world economy. The African continent continues to be basic - 
ally a reserve of imperialism economically. The NATO countries take out of 
Africa much of what they aeed to develop their own economic potential. That 
includes gold, platinum-group metals, vanadium, antimony, chromium and man- 
ganese ores, uranium, asbestos, nickel and others. But what do they give 
Africa in return? 





Twenty of the 29 countries the UN numbers as among the least developed are 
in Africa, which ‘s justly considered the “world's treasure-house" of the 
most valuable mineral raw materials. In a majority of them, per-capita VVP 





gross national product) does not exceed 5200 per year. The UN-pianned 

gross national product growth rates for tue second decade of development in 
Attica have not been achieved. In 1¥/4°19/8, economic growth cates were only 
4./ percent. At least 10 percent of Che export revenues of the African coun- 
tries goes to pay off foreign debt, which has reached $41 billion. 


Research done at Che AN USSR Africa Inatitute on the present economic and fi- 
nancial statue of the Alrican countries permits a number of conclusions. 


With Che exception of Che peCroleum-extracting countries, a majority of the 
states of Africa (and especially Che least-developed) are encountering great 
difficulties. These objectively caused difficulties increased significantly 
alter exacerbation of Che structural crises of capitaliem -- currency and 
financial, energy and caw material, food, ecological ~~ and are also Linked 
directiy to the general acceleration of the rates of inflation in the world 
capitalist economic system and to its rapid spread throughout the capitalist 
periphery, including many countries of Africa. 


Foreign investments continue to play a role of considerable importance in 
the multilevel complex of factors determining the rates and proportions of 
expanded reproduction, the accumulation and consumption mechanism, and the 
nature and direction of sociopolitical processes in Africa. The strategy 
of the @onopolies is to bind the African countries to a path of development 
which will ensure their fullest inclusion in the system of international ca- 
pitalist division of labor, which is changing .apidly under the impact of 
the scientific and technical revolution, and keeping them dependent on im- 
perialism, with their gradual conversion frow agrarian and raw material ad- 
juncts of imperialism into agrarian-industriel adjuncts, and for individual 
countries, into industrial-agrarian adjuncts. 


But analysis shows that a majority of the countries of Africa are not at all 
inclined to subject themselves submissively cto imperialist diktat. To 
counterbalance the strategic line of imperialism, the former colonies and 
semicolonies are working out a strategy of their own which sets the general 
goal of achieving economic self-reliance. First, the role of the states in 
shaping the monetary and real accumulation fund is increasing in Africa. 
second, the proportion of capital investments in agriculture is growing in 
the budgets of many countries, which in certain measure reflects their de- 
finite reorientation towards a new development strategy. Each African state 
is attempting to resolve its main development tasks with consideration of 
its own concrete historical conditions, based on its own national features, 
resources, internal socioeconomic structures and foreign economic ties. 


Disillusioned with che possibility of overcoming economic backwardness on 
the basis of foreign investment and assistance, many scientists and govern- 
ment officials in the African countries have begun developing the concept 
of "self-reliance" as an alternative to the recommendations of Western ex- 
perts; that concept anticipates a significant substitution of internal

Gevelopment tactors for externa. ones in Che Long term. its most important 
leature is ite recognition OL Che necessity for qualitative changes in the 
social s@ystem, iaciuding overcoming property imequality, the nationaliza- 
Cion of foreign ownerehip, agrarian cetora, planning organization, and 
strengthening Che economic role of the state. The demand is being put for- 
ward Chat reliance be piaced on Common resources and the coliective efforts 
of all Che Liberated countries. Much attention is being paid to the struggle 
LO Weaken random processes in world trade, te overcome the diktat of the 
transnational corporations, increase economic and scientific-technical as~- 
sistance, and soften Che Cerms on which it ia granted. 


The main focus of attention at the 14th session of the UN Economic Coumis- 
sion tor Africa (LCA), held in Rabat on 20°28 March 1979 was discussion of 
questions of socloeconomic status and working out a development strategy. 
The development goals outlined in one of the basic documents approved by 
the session, “A Strategy for the Alrican Region Within the Framework of the 
international Development Strategy of the 3rd UN Decade," were formulated 
as tollows: 

~- achieve sell-supporting development and economic growth based on in- 
ternal impecus at the national and multinational levels; 

— collective «+ subregional and regional -~- reliance on own efforts 
(the “self-reliance” principle); 

— ensuring Che more active participation of human (labor) resources in 
the development process; 

— Creating a basis which will facilitate a fair distribution of the re- 
sults of socioeconomic development; 

-- accelerating industrialization on the continent with consideration of 
the social and economic features of each country.! 


we Marxist scientists think the problems of age-old backwardness in Africa 
and achieving progress can be solved only on the paths of socialist restruc- 
turing of its society. Were, we hit the central problem for all African 
countries, that of paths of social development. 


In view of the great theoretical and practical importance of the genesis of 
capitalist relations in Africa, their potential and limits of growth, the 
lnstituce is doing considerable research along this line. What of its re- 
sults? 


First of all, we must note that it is characteristic of the countries of 
capitalist orientation in Tropical Africa that capitalism of the peripheral, 
dependent type develops in them. It not only does not facilitate resolving 
the socioeconomic tasks facing these countries, but to the contrary aggra- 
vates their economic difficulties and leads to further exacerbation of so- 
cial tension.

In ite attempts Co fesiet the growing inf.vense of scientific socialisa and 
revolucionary democrats, African reaction has tried in recent years, with 
the Supporc of Che Soteintern, Co plant a social-reformist development con- 
cept in Che liberated states. Attempts by neocolonizers Co strengthea and 
expand their presence in Africa by creating groups of so-called “moderate 
staces’ following che lead of imperialist policies exert a certain influence 
on Che growth of capitalism in Africa. 


we are (inding confirmation of the political instability of military regimes 
ip Countries of capitalist orientation, forcing them to try to broaden and 
strengthen their social base. In order to do this, they embark on a certain 
radicalization of Chelr own socioeconomic programs, enter into alliances 
with various sociopolitical forces and, in the end, change over to consti- 
tutional torms o| government. 


The most important feature of the neocolonialist policies of imperialism at 
the present stege is its social orientation. WNeocolonialism strives to cre- 
ate tor itself social support in the person of the rising African bourgeoi- 
sie, and in some places, the feudal and semifeudal elements, survivals of 
tribal aristocracies, and 80 on. In order to preserve and expand the posi- 
tions of their monopolies in Africa, the imperialists apply pressure to 
bring pro-neocolonialist regimes hostile to the cause of socialism and so- 
clal progress to power. 


Special mention should be made of the question of the policies of the ia- 
perialist powers in South Africa. The NATO imperialist powers and their 
transnational corporations bear the chief responsibility for the fact that 
centers of racism and colonialism have thus far still been preserved here, 
for the fact that the peoples of the Republic of South Africa and Namibia 
have yet to breathe the air of freedom. They have violated resolutions by 
the UN and other international organizations imposing sanctions on Rhodesia 
and the Republic of South Africa and are increasing their capital invescment 
in the Republic of South Africa, actually supporting the ignominious apart - 
heid system. And chis will only lead to intensification of the antagonism 
between imperialism and the peoples of Africa. That antagonism has taken 
the form of che legitimate, just armed struggle of the peoples of Zimbabwe 
and Namibia, a struggle which is supported by the progressive torces of the 
entire world and which has already borne fruit. 


As an obsolete social formation, capitalism naturally does not have any good 
prospects in Africa. World social development confirms increasingly clearly 
the protound, comprehensive scientific substantiation of the primary conclu- 
sion of Marxism-Leninism, which points out the inevitability of the revolu- 
tionary replacement of capitalism by socialism. Under the impact of the re- 
volutionary conditions of our era, over the past two decades an extensive 
zone of states of socialist orientation has been created in Asia and Africa, 
with a population of about 150 million and a territory of more than 12 mil- 
lion square kilometers. The largest number of countries of socialist or- 
lentation -- more than 10 -- is in Africa. They now account for 30 percent 
of the continent's territory and nearly 25 percent of its population. 











The fact Chat certain countries Cook up the path of socialist orientation 
earlier in Africa Chan dic Che countries of Asia, since Chat path is being 
eactabdlished taster in Africa, i# in our view (inked to the historical tea- 
tures of development of the Atrican continent, and in particular with its 
Small, weak nacional bourgeoisie. 


Deve opment along Che path of socialist orien:ation in Africa is a compara- 
tively young social process, but the future belongs to it, inasmuch as more 
and more countries, more and more generations and social strata, are engag- 
ing in the struggle tor soctalisa. 


Socialist orientation in Africa, and especially in Tropical Africa, is 
Dlazing a path in countries for which the following are characteristic: a 
mixed economy, an archaic social structure, continuing interctribal hostility, 
a low leve. of productive forces development, and a predominance of precapi- 
talistic and often prefeudal torms of social life. These concrete histori- 
cal conditions predetermine the following primary tasks which countries of 
socialist orientation now must solve: 

— Liberation from domination by the capitalist monopolies and achieving 
economic independence; 

— gradual elimination of exploitation of man by man, establishing pub- 
Lic ownership of che means of production, ensuring conditions which prevent 
capitalist elements from seizing positions in the economic and social spheres; 

— strengthening and broadening the state sector in the economy on an 
anti-capitalist basis, subordimating various existing structures to develop- 
ing the leading structure which is socialist in character, creating the 
socioeconomic conditions for its victory; 

— agrarian reforms in the interests of the broad peasant masses and de- 
veloping the cooperative movement on democratic principles; 

~- democratizing the state governing apparatus, involving representa - 
tives of the workers in management, granting people genuine democracic rights 
and freedoms; 

-- creating a vanguard party of scientific socialism; 

-- cultural revolution, eliminating illiteracy, developing public educa- 
tion, shaping the new man of the socialist future, final elimination of sur- 
vivals of tribalisa. 


The processes cites are not occurring simultaneously in all countries of so- 
cialist orientation. It is more correct to speak of the predominance or de- 
velopment of particular socialist tendencies, in various combinations. So 
the establishment of this tendency occurs in a complex struggle accompanied 
by overcoming many ditficulties. "Of course, this is no easy matter for 
young states whose development has been retarded for ages by colonizers," 
says L. I. Brezhnev about the nature of the socialist orientation of the li- 
berated countries. ‘They actually need to create productive forces at the 
level socialism requires, to establish entirely new production relations, 


rebuild people's psychology, and create a new management apparatus which 
relies on the masses.”

Socialis. orientation is also aimed aC implementing these tasks. Marxists 
view iC a8 @ Cransitional sCage Co socialism, the stage at which the eco- 
nomic, culCural ane other requisites necessary to build socialism are created, 
as, in V. Ll. Lenin's words, “che state of traixsition -- transition from the 
old to the new --... the state of growth of th: new.” 


Soctalisc orientation has been a natural response by the progressive torces 
of the liberated countries to che inability of capitalism to solve their 
burning problems of backwardness and poverty. It carries out the high his- 
torical @ission of preparing the victory of s:ientific socialism, which is 
called upon Co change their social appearance. The theory of socialist or- 
sentation is based on general laws established by scientific socialism and 
takes into account the specifics of the countries of Africa; ict is not in 
Opposition to nor does it absolutize one or the other. Its essence, its 
living revolutionary spirit consiets in combining the general principles 

ot scientific socialism with the national liberation movement, in ensuring 
@ process of continuous joining, “which /correctly modifies/ these princi- 
ples in their /particulars/, which correctly adapts end applies them to na- 
tional and national-state differences.” 


In his speech at the 1969 taternational Conference of Communist and Worker 
Parties, L. I. Brezhnev, greetiug che liberated countries which had taken 
the path of socialise orientation, declared that “their example will be all 
the more convincing, the more successfully the economies and cultures of the 
revolutionary-democratic countries are developed, the more fully the advan- 
tages of the noncapitalist path are revealed." 


Although all of 10 years have passed since that time, socialist orientation 
has already revealed its advantages over the capitalist development path 
convincingly. This circumstance causes imperialist reaction particular 
vexation; in trying to discredit socialist orientation, that reaction deli- 
berately exaggerates the difficulties in socioeconomic development in the 
progressive states of Africa. Im this regard, bourgeois propaganda tries 
to close its eyes to who is truely to blame for the economic backwardness 
of African countries of socialist orientation which are still, as was noted 
above, in the world capitalist economic system in considerable measure and 
which are susceptible to the pernicious effects of capitalist elements. 


Socialist orientation is aimed precisely at eliminating backwardness, at 
taking the liberated countries out of the orbit of world imperialist exploi- 
tation. The primary advantage the countries of socialist orientation have 
over the countries of capitalist development is that the socialist group is 
charting a course towards building socialism, to which the future belongs,

mction. Prospects for progress open up tor the former, but they are still 
closed, by capitaiism, tor the iatter. 
Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere has noced in this connection: "Our dif- 


ficulties and our tailures must not close our eyes to what has been achieved. 
we a8 a nation are like a person who doesn't catch smallpox because he has 
been vaccinated. His hand hurts...and he does feel indisposed for a while. 
But he will be all right." But it is not just a matter of the long term. 


The advantages of socialist orientation are already being manifested in the 
most varied spheres of social life, including the sphere of social produc - 
tion. As is known, the state sector is the basis of production in countries 
of socialist orientation. Ia contrast to countries taking the capitalist 
path, the state sector in countries of socialist orientation is developed 
om an anti-capictalise basis. Its development closes opportunities for the 
development of local capital and protects the country from the expansion of 
toreign monopolies. 1Cts manager is the revolutionary-democratic state. In 
Algeria, for example, 90 percent of the industrial output is produced at 
state enterprises. In Ethiopia, all the large private enterprises and a 
majority of the medium-sized ones have been nationalized.

As a result of the systematic struggle against imperialism and neocolonial - 
ism and the restriction of local capitalism in countries of socialist orien- 
tation, there are ever tewer exploiter elements, the watershed between rich 
and poor decreases, and those sharp social contrasts which were so typical 
of these countries in the recent past disappear. Revolutionary-democratic 
forces fight corruption, speculation, bribery, and so on. 


The situation in countries of capitalist development is in sharp contrast 
to this, especially in those which have opened wide the door to foreign mo- 
nopolist capital and given free play to private ownership. In them, social 
blessings are attained by a narrow stratum of the exploiter classes. 


Although the long domination of the colonizers still affects the material 
status of the workers, the system of social measures being implemented by 
the progressive regimes is facilitating improvement in standards of living. 
In Guinea, for example, a new social insurance system anticipating family 
grants, sickness benefits, disability benefits, and so on, has been intro- 
duced. In the People's Republic of Benin, old-age and disability pensions 
have been increased by 10 percent and uniform medical services rates and 
medical benefits for large families have been introduced. In 1976, wages 
for all workers and employees at state enterprises were increased 14 percent 
in this country. Algeria, Ethiopia, Mozambique, Angola and other countries 
of socialist orientation are paying a great deal of attention to improving 
housing conditions for the population.

in describing Che processes occurring in modern Africa, we must point out 
the @in positive advances in Che development of Soviet-African relations. 
Actual world socialiew «= the Soviet Union and other socialist countries -- 
hae in @ very briel historical period been transformed into 4 most import- 
ant and in @ GQumber of inetances @ decisive factor of peace and progress on 
the African continent. 


At the same Cime, pot all that long ago, during the years preceding World 
War tl and io Che (iret post-war years, the USSR only had diplomatic rela- 
tions with Egypt and Ethiopia in Africa. Even in 1960, when the Soviet Un- 
ion had established such relations with six African countries, it had eco- 
nomic and technical cooperation agreements with only four of thes. But now, 
our country has such cooperation with 33 African states and diplomatic rela- 
tions with more than 40. 


The USSR and other states of the socialist community support the struggle of 
the peoples of the African countries for political independence and econo- 
mic self-reliance and render them comprehensive assistance. Support of tie 
struggle for national liberation and social progress is a principle of So- 
viet foreign policy which is secured in the USSR Constitution. L. 1. Bresh- 
nev noted in his meeting with electors of the Bauman electoral district on 
2 March 1979 chat “Priendship and cooperation agreements between the Soviet 
Union and Angola, Ethiopia and Mozambique are not military alliances, not 
coalitions directed against anyone, but precisely that, documents of friend- 
ship and cooperation with those who have — on a path of building a 
society without oppression and exploitation.” 


The African states display a growing interest in developing cooperation with 
the Soviet Union, inasmuch as it is set up on a firm, mutually advantageous, 
long-term basis and shapes a new international division of labor based on 
equal rights. Cooperation with socialist countries enables the Liberated 
countries of Africa to solve many complex tasks of establishing a national 
economy and in this regard to use not only the economic and technical as- 
sistance of the socialist community, but also its experience in economic de- 
velopment.

(hal period. The opportunities tor increasing the effectiveness of muiti- 
laterial Soviet relations with Che young states were determined on the basis 
of amalyeie of the features of the sociopolitical and economic development 
of the African etates. Apalysis aleo enabled us to draw conclusions as to 
the avallability of other unused reserves for further strengthening politi- 
cal Cies, Eriendship and cooperation between the USSR and the countries of 
Atcica. The practical importance of the research done by the Institute 
along this line results, in particular, in that the results of the analysis 
and the specific proposals are being used to develop Soviet-African relations. 


Institute works on the new and latest history of Africa, on the establish- 
ment and development of the national economy, on international relations be- 
tween countries on the continent, and on problems of socialist orientation 
have gained recognition in the Soviet community. The Institute pays a great 
deal of attention to studying productive forces in Africa, to evaluating 
their status and prospects tor development. 


Along with socioeconomic top..», Institute research activity also encompasses 
ideological problems. 


As we have noted, the current strategy of the imperialist powers in the Ai- 
rican countries is aimed at keeping them in the capitalist economic system, 
at preventing their changing over to a path of independent, progressive de - 
velopment. This is the main thing which unites the imperialists. But even 
in this main thing, imperialist policy is suffering obvious defeats. Inten- 
sification of the revolutionary process in the countries of Africa, the vic-~- 
tories won by the peoples of the former Portugese colonies and Zimbabwe, in- 
tensitication of the liberation struggle in Namibia and the Republic of 
south Africa, and the growing struggle of the national states for equality 
of rights in the international capitalist division of labor -- all this weak- 
ens the positions of world imperialism on the African continent. We can say 
that the “golden age’ of imperialist dominion in Africa will forever be a 
thing of the past, that world capitalism has emerged here into a period of 
the most protounc crisis. 





But, a8 V. 1. Lenin pointed out, capitaliom “will not die tw away, and 

ic will resiet more furiously the cioser to death it comes."! The armed in- 
vasione of Angola, Benin and Ethiopia organized by impertalion, and deci- 
sively repulsed, proved Che .imitiess hostility it has towards countries 
which have chosen 4 socialist orientation. However, the times have changed 
and today, “gunboat diplomacy,” Chat extreme means of coercion, has become 
dangerous for imperialiom itsell. 


imperialiem is now paying particular attention to ideological means of 
atruggle. The Cranenational corporations are now more imperious in demand - 
ing political dividends from their expenses on subsidizing pseudo-scientific 
research in the field of political selence. Of course, it has been for good 
reason, and not to popularize the ideas of socialiem, that many bourgeois 
"Marxologists” and “Sovietologists” in the West have intensif‘'ei their study 
of the works of K. Marx, F. Bagels and V. I. Lenin im recent yoars. One af- 
ter another, we have seen doctrines, theories and concepts about the funda- 
mental problems of the developing countries -- "balanced" and "unbalanced" 
growth, “modernization,” “outside impetus,” “third path," and so on, whose 
task it ie# Co ideologically disarm the African peoples, turn them aside from 
their revolutionary struggle for a better future, and prevent a strengthen- 
ing of the influence of scientific socialism and rapprochement with the coun- 
tries of the socialist community. The main weapon of imperialism in this 
ideological struggle against the progressive states of Africa is anti- 
communism in its basic form, anti-Sovietism. Marching in rank with imper- 
ialiem are the Peking social-chauvinists, who try to put themselves forward 
as “bearers of Marxism" and “true communists." In this connection, how ap- 
propriate is V. I. Lenin's thesis that renegades in the revolutionary move - 
ment cause that movement much more harm that do its overt enemies. 


lt is the urgent, constant task of Soviet African studies to unmask and 
criticize with well-founded arguments ideological diversions against the 
progressive development of African society.

YTOHT POR INDEPENDENCE IN RHODESIA

[Text] On 21 December 1979, agreements anticipating an end to many years 
of war in Rhodesia and peaceful settlement of the question of the country's 
future were signed in London. 


As is known, in November 1965 the government of the Rhodesian Front, repre- 
senting the interests of the white minority, unilaterally declared the coun- 
try's “independence.” In response to this illegal action, the UN imposed 
economic sanctions against Rhodesia. The struggle for true national lLiber- 
ation expanded with new force in the country. 


Trying to prevent a successful outcome to this struggle, the leading imper- 
ialist countries, foremost the USA and Great Britain, repeatedly took diplo- 
matic steps aimed at isolating the national liberation movement, at creating 
a neocolonialist type of government in Rhodesia, and ultimately at protect- 
ing their own economic and political interests in this region of Africa. 


In an attempt to weaken the onslaught of the forces of liberation and create 
an appearance of liberalization of the regime, in March 1978 I. Smith's go- 
vernment signed an "internal settlement agreement" with several African 
leaders -- Bishop A. Muzorewa, clergyman N. Sitole and chief J. Chirau. 

The "agreement" outlined the creation of a transition government to prepare 
for and hold elections and then proclaim the country's independence. 


Elections were held in Rhodesia in April 1979 and were won by A. Muzorewa's 
United African National Council (UANC). In May, he formed a government of 
“national unity.” In addition to UANC members, it included five whites and 
two representatives each from the African National Alliance of Zimbabwe 
(ANAZ) headed by N. Sitole and the United National Federal Party (UNFP) 
headed by chief K. Ndiveni. The government also included such public fig- 
ures as J. Nyandoro and S. Mundavarara, fcrmer activists in the Zimbabwe 
national liberation movement, P. van der Bil, a representative of the far 
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right wing of the Rhodesian front and a propovent of a hard line regarding 
the Liberation movement. In 1. Smith's goverament, he had occupied one of 
the key posts and was personally responsible for organizing the repression 
againet liberation organizations. I. Smith also joined the government as a 
minister without porttolio. 


The 100 seats in the Rhodesian parliament's assembly chamber are distributed 
as follows; 28 seats reserved for whites by the "internal settlement agree- 
ment’ were received by the Rhodesian Front, 51 to the UANC, nine to the UNFP 
and 12 to the ANAZ ied by N. Sitole. In June, VANC First Vice President R. 
J. Chikerema declared he was leaving the organization and creating the De- 
mocratic Party. As a result, the VANC lost eight seats, which went to the 
new organization. 


The African People's Alliance of Zimbabwe (APAZ) and the ANAZ did not par- 
ticipate in the elections, ‘coining into the Patriotic Front and leading the 
armed struggle of the country's people against the racist regime. 





According to the constitution adopted in 1979, the country is now called 
Zimbabwe -Rhodesia. Whites retained 28 seats in parliament and five seats 
in the government. 


Although the African majority officially came to power and a government of 
“national unity” was officially formed, the status of the African population 
remained as before. Neither the government of "national unity" which was 
boycotted for a time by the ANAZ nor anywhere else was unity actually 
achieved. It was even absent among the whites, although a majority of 
them continued to support the Rhodesian Front. The country's internal si - 
tuation remained tense and there was increased emigration of white settlers. 
Thus, 1,555 people left Rhodesia in April, while only 304 entered it. The 
repression against activists in the liberation organizations and opponents 
of the regime intensified. In September, University Students Union leaders 
who had created the People's Front of Zimbabwe Students, whicn spoke out 
against the policies of A. Muzorewa's government, were arrested. A mili- 
tary state of emergency continued in the country. By September 1979, 211 
of the 444 hospitals and clinics in rural areas had been closed due to the 
activities of guerilla detachments. Some 1,500 schools had also been closed; 
300,000 pupils and 7,000 teachers were not at their desks. Rhodesian troops 
continued to raid border regions of Zambia, Mozambique and Botswana. For- 
eign mercenaries were used extensively, as were South African troop podraz- 
deleniya, in battles with guerilla detachments. 


According to various sources, more than 20,000 people have died in military 
operations since 1972. More than 200,000 people have been forced to seek 
Sanctuary in neighboring African countries. 


Relations among various ethnic groups have a great influence on political 
life in the country. Whereas APAZ represents people of various ethnic 

groups, including whites, ANAZ relies basically on residents of the coun- 
try's eastern portion for support, and foremost on Karanga (R. Mugabe) and 





Manyika (N. Sitole). The UANC is comprised tasically of representatives ot 
Zezuru, and in part of Manyika, while Che UNEP represents the western por- 
tion of the country and the Democratic Party is supported by Chat segment ot 
the Zeguru living in the cities and by residents of the central regions. 
Moreover, there are also smaller organizatiors formed on a purely tribal 
basis, such as the National Zimbabwe Front organized in November 1979, which 
is oriented solely cowards Karanga. 


Due to a aunber of factors, the Zimbabwe Patriotic Front is not a single en- 
tity. However, its creation ftacilitated rapprochement of the organizations 
comprising it == APAZ and ANAZ ~~ and helped produce a general foreign po- 
Licy platform, in particular during the course of various constitutional 
conferences held on the initiative of Great britain to solve the Rhodesian 
problem. 


In spite of the differences between them, both the APAZ and the ANAZ have 
taken active steps to expand military operations. Rhodesian authorities 
admit that as of last October, about 15,000 guerillas were operating in the 
country, and that number has grown steadily. At the same time, the inter- 
national prestige of the Patriotic Front has been strengthened, it being 
recognized as the legal representative of Zimbabwe by more than 90 countries. 


Expansion of the scope of the Liberation struggle and the increased in- 
fluence of the Patriotic Front among the people of the country and in the 
international arena have prompted the government of Great Britain to play 
a more noticeable role in solving the Rhodesian problem. The diplomatic 
initiative has gradually passed from American to British diplomacy. 


In early August 1979, a conterence of Community of Nations countries was 
held in Lusaka; conference participants paid a great deal of attention to 
the problems of Rhodesia. The conference recognized in a document it 
adopted that the constitution, based on an internal settlement, had "some 
serious shortcomings" and that "it is the constitutional duty of the Bri- 
tish government to grant Zimbabwe independence based on majority rule.'2 
Conference participants also declared that elections must be held in the 
country “with appropriate supervision by the British government and observ- 
ers from Community countries.... The cessation of military operations and 
the repeal of sanctions within the framework of actualizing a lasting set- 
tlement must be important goals." The document said nothing about the Pa- 


triotic Front, without which it would be impossible to achieve any settle- 
ment whatsoever .

Thus, having admitted the presence of “some” shortcomings in the agreement 
of 3 March 1978, the British Conservative government decided to eliminate 
them #0 a® CO preserve the essence of Che agreement itself. That could be 
done only by legalizing the regime, formally involving the Patriotic Front 
in the settlement question, with a view towards subsequently removing it 
from power, and localizing the contlict within the Community in order to 
involve forces which supported Britain's position in its resolution. 


The resolutions by the Community's conference on Rhodesia conflicted with 
the resolutions by a session of the Council of Ministers of Organization of 
Atrican Unity (OAU) member-nations, who condemned the April elections in 
Rhodes te and called on all countries not to recognize the Muzorewa-Smith 
regime.* The session also recognized the ‘Patriotic Front as the sole le- 
gitimace liberation movement of Zimbabwe."2 One session document stated 
that its participants were ‘deeply shaken by attempts by the United Kingdom 
to abolish sanctions against the illegal Rhodesian regime and ensure recog- 
nition of that regime by the international community.'3 


On 10 September, the Conference on Rhodesia opemed in London. Participating 
in its work were a delegation from A. Muzorewa's government, a British dele- 
gation headed by Lord Carrington, the Minister of Foreign Affairs and the 
conference chairman, and a Patriotic Front of Zimbabwe delegation headed by 
J. Nkomo and R. Mugabe. 


In deciding om 21 August to participate in the London conference, the front 
declared its position, which stated, in particular, that Britain, as a colo- 
nial power since 1890, had not only repeatedly declined to meet its obliga- 
tions regarding the people of Zimbabwe, but had conceded to the racist de- 
mands of the white minority, right up to actual recognition of the illegal, 
unilateral declaration of independence. ‘The Patriotic Front has paid the 
price in blood to become an effective and decisive factor in the decoloniza- 
tion process.... This front, with the full support of the masses, has be- 
come the sole dominant force leading the struggle against the colonial sys- 
tem and in so doing, has made the role of Britain as a decolonizing power a 
purely nominal one. Thanks to its firm military and political positions, 
the Patriotic Front has become the sole legitimate and genuine representa- 
tive of the people of Zimbabwe, and no settlement version can meet with suc- 
cess without its consent."' The front thinks that settlement can be achieved 
only as a result of “elimination of the reasons for the war, abolishing the 
repressive racist regime, together with its control apparatus, and then sub- 
stituting a truely democratic government." The declaration further states 
Ll.

thac "the inclusion in the sorcalled democratic constitution of provisions 

on the special status of groups or communicies or on preterential attitudes 
towards such groups or communities based only on race and skin color contra~ 
dicts the principles of democracy in the form in which we understand chem 
and for which we fight. Inasmuch as all citizens are equal before the law, 
they must enjoy equal rights and privileges.” 


The conference agenda included questions connected with working out a new 
constitution for the country and questions connected with a transitional 
period prior to independence, to include preparing for and holding elections, 
a cease-fire, establishing legality and law and order, as well as military 
questions. 


The British government worked out its own proposals on the constitution ques- 
tion.! The country's parliament must consist of a senate (40 seats), elec- 
tions to which were to be of che indirect type, and an assembly chamber (100 
seats) elected on the basis of universal suffrage. Ten senate seats were 
reserved for representatives of white settlers. They must be elected from 
among assembly chamber deputies by the board of electors. Fourteen senate 
members are elected from among assembly chamber deputies using the general 
voter rolls. Ten seats are reserved for representatives of the tribal 
bosses; the Council of Chiefs elects senate members to these seats. Six 
senate members are designated by the president of the country on the recom- 
mendation of the prime minister. Twenty assembly chamber deputies are elec - 
ted using white voter rolls and eighty are elected using the general rolls. 


Britain's draft constitution anticipated that the support of all 100 cham- 
ber deputies would be necessary to adopt amendments to the constitution 
which would concern representation of the white colonists in the assembly 
chamber for a period of seven years from the formation of independent Zim- 
babwe and formation of the parliament. 


The British proposals thus anticipated a guarantee to the white minority, 
just as did the internal settlement agreement of 3 March. The proposals 
gave considerable power to the prime minister. 


In response to the proposals by the British side, the Patriotic Front of 
Zimbabwe delegation submitted a plan of its own. This program anticipated, 
in particular, the creation of a leadership council (instead of one person, 
as the British intended to carry out the functions of president) comprised 
of four representatives of the Patriotic Front and an equal number of repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain and the Salisbury regime. The idea was that the

council chairman would be British. During the Cransition period, which was 
not to exceed six months, a Cemporary delense coumittee was to be created, 
with the Cask of organizing Che new cimbabwe Armed Forces. Observance of 

the cease-fire was to be eifected by UN Croops. During the transition per- 
iod, the leadership council was to have organized and held nationwide elec- 
tions under UN supervision. The Patriotic Front further proposed that the 
state of emergency in Che country be canceled and that all political pri- 
soners be freed, as well as .\at sorcalled restricted villages be eliminated. 


The demands of the Patriotic Front were Chus quite moderate in nature. They 
did not anticipate the immediate transter of power to itself. On the other 

hand, these proposals signified bringing the situation which had evolved in 

the country into accord with Che actual state of aftairs -- internationali- 

zation of the conflict. 


During the course of the conference, the British government constantly pres- 
sured the Patriotic Front delegation, gaining one concession after another. 
Governed by its irtention to bring the London talks to a close and not to 
give the British side cause to break off the talks unilaterally, the Front 
delegation achieved a compromise solution. Im this, the Front based its ac- 
tions on the fact that the constitution being discussed would be a temporary 
one: after independence was proclaimed and if the Front came to power, a 
new constitution would be worked out which met the fundamental interests of 
the country's people. 


The Patriotic Front delegation demanded fair redistribution of the available 
land. The country's white population (240,000 people) owned half of all the 
land, including the most fertile, while Africans accounted for 4/7 percent of 
the land (6,900,000 people). 


At the request of Tanzanian President J. Nyerere and Community Genera! Sec- 
retary Sh. Rampala, US President J. Carter gave his assurance, later con- 
tirmed in writing, that the United States would contribute to a proposed in- 
ternational fund to compensate white farmers for expropriated land. Front 
leaders were invited to the US embassy in London, where they were told of J. 
Carter's assurances, after which they declared their consent to the British 
proposals on the land question. 


In late November, the parties met to discuss the last and main question on 
the conference agenda, that of a cease-fire. On 18 November, representa- 
tives of Great Britain submitted a 10-point plan for consideration by con- 
ference participants. Lord Carrington declared that he thought the cease- 
fire would need not more than 7-10 days. He proposed that no party engage 
in military operations in violation of Rhodesian borders after the agreement 
was signed. The proposals anticipated that the cease-fire would be overseen 
by troops from Community countries (Australie, New Zealand, Fiji and Kenya) 
which had expressed their readiness to send contingents of their own to Rho- 
desia. This plan proposed that a special commission headed by a representa- 
tive ot Great Britain be created to observe the cease-fire. The commission 
was to be composed of representatives of the Rhodesian Armed Forces and the 








Patriotic Front. tC the British proposals did not take into consideration 
the presence, in ad. .ion to the army, of so-called auxiliary troops ("pri - 
vate armies") contcolled by A. Mugorewa, N. Sitole and R. J. Chikerema, thac 
is, of an additional 20,000 or more well-armed, well-trained soldiers. The 
proposals said notching about foreign mercenaries serving in the Rhodesian 
army. 


lt goes without saying chat che Patriotic Front could not agree to these pro- 
posals and put torward its own, which anticipated, in particular, a gradual 
cease-Lire over a longer period, the disbanding of such Rhodesian special 
units as the "Selus Scouts" and "Grey Scouts" which were particularly respon- 
sible for the destruction of the guerillas and their sympathizers among the 
civilian population and for forays into neighboring states. The Front de- 
manded the disarming of all whites in the civilian population and of all 

Army reservists, as well as the disbanding of the Rhodesian territorial army. 
According to the declaration by the Front delegation, the country's white 
population had about 150,000 privately owned rifles. The proposals also an- 
ticipated a prisoner exchange. Rhodesian troops were to remain in their bar- 
racks and Rhodesian aircraft at their airfields. The Patriotic Front cate- 
gorically demanded the withdrawal of South African troops from the country. 


in view of the fact that the opposing sides in the country had armed forces 
numbering about 63,000, a cease-fire would have meant the introduction of on 
the order of several thousand troops into the country. Front delegation 
leaders stated this repeatedly. The different approach taken regarding a 
cease-fire by the Patriotic Front and British delegations, Great Britain 
acting in effect in close alliance with the Salisbury delegation, threatened 
a breakdown in the talks. For nearly three weeks the talks were at a stand- 
still. The president of Zambia tried to get them moving again; he visited 
London in hopes of convincing the British to compromise on the question of 
granting identical status to Patriotic Front fighters and the Rhodesian Arm- 
ed Forces. 


In the end, a two-month cease-fire period was established, providing the 
Front leadership with an opportunity to inform its own detachments about the 
agreement. Agreement was reached on the deployment of the Patriotic Front 
Armed Forces at 16 points of concentration. The Rhodesian Army was to be 
concentrated at 41 points. 


On 1l December, the Rhodesian Parliament decided to disband. 


At the same time, the British government was already ready to send its own 
governor, Lord Soames, Leader of the House of Lords, to Rhodesia. Major 
General J. Oakland was named Commander of the Community Armed Forces ob- 
serving the cease-fire and conducting the elections in Rhodesia.

The arrival of Soames and Oakland in Salisbury signified chat the British 
administration assumed all responsibility for the events occurring in the 
country. 


Even before the official conelusion of the talks, Great Britain declared 
its removal of sanctions against Rhodesia anc simultaneously proposed that 
ice NATO partners follow its example. On 17 December, US President J. Car- 
ter declared its sanctions abolished. Later, a number of other European 
and African countries also abolished their senctions, including all the 
front-line states except for Angola. 


The London conterence concluded with the signing of agreements on all the 
problems discussed. 


What do the agreements contain that is positive? First, A. Muzorewa for- 
mally relinquished power. The white minority was deprived of the right to 
veto the adoption of bills in parliament. Agreement was reached on holding 
national elections. The ANAZ and APAZ ban was rescinded. The country's 
constitution included a "declaration of human rights,’ which the Patriotic 
Front had insisted on. At the same time, the agreement also has negative 
aspects. All power was concentrated in the hands of the British governor 
durirg the transition period. The old state apparatus and power mechanism 
was retained. The privileges of the white minority must remain in force 
for seven years. 


The cease-fire went into effect on the night of 28-29 December 1979. 


Political life became much more active throughout the country; J. Nkomo and 
R. Mugabe returned. Mass demonstrations occurred in a number of cities. 


However, conditions were not the same for the different political organiza- 
tions. Relying on the voting mechanism, police, army, state apparatus, and 
his own "private army’ created earlier, A. Muzorewa and his UANC actually 
began the political campaign to get the votes of the electors before the 
time established. 


In this regard, A. Muzorewa took advantage of considerable financial re- 
ceipts. E. Rudi, one of the chief officials of the South African “mulder- 
heit' (a scandal broke in the Republic of South Africa Ministry of Informa - 
tion) demonstrated that in April 1979 alone, A. Muzorewa's UANC received 
800,000 rands ($808,400) from the Republic of South Africa. Western pa- 
trons of the bishop, such as the LLoyd-George Fund, also made large con- 
tributions.’ Rhodesian Minister of Human Resources A. Mutiti declared the 
introduction of a $20 (Rhodesian) per month minimum wage for agricultural 
workers back on 22 November.“ The government also lowered prices on certain

manufactured goods and foodscutis, and on gasoline, and promised to raise 
the wages of state employees and workers in organs of state security. Se- 
veral political accivists were let out of prison. However, this amnesty 
Was not extended co many thousands of political prisoners kept in prison 
under the state of emergency law. By various accounts, they number 10,000 
to 15,000 people. 


With the appearance of che British governor in Rhodesia, everything remained 
as before. Lord Soames did not cancel the military state of emergency put 
into effect back in 1965. Moreover, on 18 January 1980, Soames extended the 
state of emergency in Rhodesia another six months. The governor has said 
nothing regarding the fates of the political prisoners. Restrictions on 
people's movement in rural areas also remain in effect. 


The British colonial admisistration did everything it could to indulge the 
actions of the former Rhedesian authorities which were aimed at subverting 
the authority of the Patriotic Front. A policy was actually adopted of 
eliminating the Front as the basic force opposing the Anglo-Rhodesian al- 
liance. The Bricish governor has taken no steps whatsoever to remove South 
African troops from the country. Im late December 1979, he declared an ana- 
nestry for those whites who had participated actively in proclaiming the in- 
dependence of Rhodesia and in managing the country. Rhodesian troops have 
continued to operate, combing the countryside for guerillas who have not yet 
registered at collection points. Flights by aircraft of the Rhodesian Air 
Force have not been prohibited. Auxiliary subdivisions have gradually oc- 
cupied regions previously under the control of the Patriotic Front. 


The hounding of Patriotic Front activists has not stopped. There have been 
attacks on official Front representatives, willful arrests and threats. As 
a result of these attacks, in which rifles were fired and grenades launched, 
the homes of a number of ANAZ and APAZ officials were damaged and several 
proponents of these orgaaizactions were wounded. The auxiliary forces have 
played an active role in broadening the campaign of terror. 


In spite of the intrigues of reactionary forces, the national -patriotic 
forces won a convincing victory im the first nationwide parliamentary elec- 
tions, held on 27-29 February 1980: Patriotic Fromt parties received 77 
seats (ANAZ -- 57 seats, APAZ -- 20 seats). A. Muzorewa's UANC received 
only three seats, testimony to the unpopularity of this official and his 
organization. All 20 seats reserved for whites were received by the Rho- 
desian Front. The victory of the national-patriotic forces was an historic 
event and a major success in the many years of just struggle to eliminate 
racist-colonial oppression, for the triumph of the ideals of independence 
and social progress. The independence of the young state was (estively pro- 
claimed on 18 April 1980. However, the struggle is mot yet over. The coun- 
try faces urgent tasks of stremgthening national and economic independence.

WHO'S WHO IN THE AFGHAN COUNTERREVOLUTION

[Text] Why Do They Scorn the Revolution? 


The April Revolution in Afghanistan has entered a new phase of its develop- 
ment. The tempo of resistence is diminishing daily and the situation in 
the countryside and the capital is gradually normalizing. The precondi- 
tions for setting up a national front have been met and patriots of every 
stamp, progressive forces and revolutionaries are participating in it. 

In the meetings ana assemblies held throughout the country, workers, 
peasants, intellectuals, young people, patriotic officials and repre- 
sentatives of the religious establishment are passionately debating how 

to achieve the goals of the revolution. As reported by the press, this 
success has enraged the bandit groups sent to the territory of the Afghan 
Democratic Republic (ADR) from special camps located in Pakistan, China 
(Xinjiang) end a number of other countries. As the revolution progresses, 
the campaigu against these enemies will grow stronger. What kind of 
people are these enemies? And why do they scorn the revolution? 


The source of this pathalogical scorn lies in the social structure of the 
bandit organizations which are working for, and are subservient to the 
designs of reactionary circles in such countries as the United States, 
China and Pakistan. The foreign press has carried reports--confirmed by 
the ADR security organs and much discussed in Afghanistan--that these 
bandit groups do not consist of illiterate workers and peasants motivated 
by poisonous religious fanaticism and confused by the true goals of the 
government, but of prominent fief-holders, landlords, money-lenders, rich 
merchants, officers expelled from the army, royalist bureaucrats and the 
reactionary clergy. They will not support the revolutionary government's 
decree ending feudalism and the exploitation of man by man. They spe- 
cifically despise the decree on land reform since this law would destroy 











theif economic base, Lt is not only the tribal elders but also certain 
upper clasees in (ve provinces whe support the foundations of feudaliem, 
A faction of the aristocratic clergy stands to lose much as a result of 
the reform, Such exalted people say that it has cut off much of their 
ine ofe , 


For example, consider MOHAMMED KASEMI, who was arrested by the security 
organs, At one time he wae a great landlord with properties around Kabul. 
Ae 4 result of the revolution he was deprived of his income and his unpaid 
woteers, He gave fo thought to the changed circumstances in the country; 
and it is natural that hie basic objective is to fight against the govern- 
ment of the people. He turned the homes of his relatives in Kabul and 
Pakistan into weapons depots, 


SAID SHLRAZSHA, sometimes called the “Agakhan's Man" (and called the 
“Living God" by the lemailis), lived in the Badakhshan province of Pakistan. 
Like every minion of Cod, he ts accustomed to living off contributions from 
the clergy. 


MAMANJANBAY is a rich merchant. Although his income was not cut off by 
the people's government, he-<furious enemy that he is--converted his home 
into a command center to expedite the flow of supplies, weapons and bandit 
troops sent from China and Pakistan. We confiscated cattle, possessions, 
hunting weapons and even warm clothing from the local population. All for 
the bandite!<<thise is the line he follows. We wanted money for his atroc- 
ities and, obviously, the imperialists gave their money generously. 


RAUFPDA, who comes from one of the wealthiest families in Asly province and 
is 4 prominent commander of mountain guerrilla troops, also has his 
accounte to settle with the revolution. He does not consider the danger of 
the soldiers; he has wagered them on this cruel struggle and has exploited 
them in order to develop 4 personal following. The soldiers in his regi- 
ment, a8 eyewitnesses report, are given only a little piece of banana, 
stale bread and a glass of tea for morning and evening meals. The revolu- 
tion deprived him of income and the opportunity to conspire. For this 
reason, he and his band are characterized by definite mercilessness in 

the struggle against the people's rule. 


The feudal LANADI, who is etill active, likes no regime but a monarchy. 
His criminal past is unveiled; instead of thinking of the plight of the 
poor peasants living a life of subservience who appealed to him for jus- 
tice, he put together a bandit army of hungry butchers and murderers nue- 
bering close to 5,000. One cannot guess how many innocent people he has 
killed. 


Another of the enemy is a man who has “devoted himself to religion,” the 
Mullah MOANAW! RAHMATULLAH. Despite the fact that the Koran and Muhammad 
forbid representation of the human face or of anything that lives, this 

leader of the clergy hae issued a leaflet in which his photograph appears 











in the color of green, Prior to the revelution, 2.5% of the entire income 


Addi- 
tionally, he collected religious offerings while raising his eyes to heaven 
and meditating on Allah, When democratic changes, industrialigation, land 


reform and 4 program of public education began to take root in the country, 
he understood wel! that, sooner or later, he would be unable to abuse 
power, the government and individuals and could not marry the woman 


(ineciuc ine even very young egirla) he desired at any given moment, according 
' e precepts of the prophet Muhammed, 

“] Nave geen their faces, their eyes, their scorn, I fe.t the’. fanaticiem, 
They are ready to etruggie to the end to take back the land seized by the 


people and the government taken by the people, But the revolution will not 
weaken and the struggle againet the enemy will continue," writes Aleksandr 
Prokhanov in LITERATURNAYA GAZETA, 


One is compelled to enumerate the list of those heedless ones speaking 
under the banner of islam and who have let the government slip from their 
hance. Merely at random one can count all kinds of adventurers: Maoists 
and (word tilegible|, anarchist elements, criminals, robbers and vagabonds 
trained by American, Pakistani, Chinese and Egyptian instructors. It 

must also be noted that confused, illiterate peasants are fighting against 
the revolution, Additionally, there is ANWAR "the Pilot" from Farah 
province; ARBAB SADEO, ARBAB SARDARH, EBRAHIM BAHLAWAN from Herat province; 
KALAMI CULMANI from Laghman province; MAULLY HOSEINI from Asadabad region; 
and ISHKINI from Pen! province. There are also the Aminists, well known 
for their sadiem and ferocity: BAHADUR SHIM, ABRURAZAOQ ARCHI and WAULABID 
AJIT SHIAGUL. 


These men will stop at nothing! For a long time they have remained outside 
the structure of Afghan society. They have no comprehension of its polit- 
ical goals, and they attack villages and defenseless people in order to 
satisfy their fundamentally sadistic instincts, their propensity towards 
brutal torture, and to enrich themselves as thieves. As lick-spittles 
subsidized by imperialism, they are unique in implementing their counter- 
revolutionary goals. 


Each of the enemies of democratic Afghanistan enumerated above and others 
(only the most prominent of the bandit leaders are mentioned here) have 
been cut off from any mutual relationship with the people. They hysteri- 
cally detest the justice of the revolution because it is a people's revolu- 
tion. Although they shout religious slogans and these libertines belong 

to one or another of the counterrevolutionary factions, they call them- 
selves “Muslim brothers.” 


The “Muslim Brothers": With Whom Are They Affiliated? 


One of the booklets decorated with the photograph of Mullah Moanawi 
Rahmatullah says: ‘Fight! Fight collectively and individually! Do 








your duty! Destroy those who are trying to deprive us of our religion, 
our land, our fatherland, our wealth!,,," 


Understood! But the following queation emerges: Against whom isa the 
apiritual leader of the Muslims of Khayrat calling them to fight? 

Winning support from among the representatives of the broadest segments 
of Afghan society is the principal task of the revolutionary government. 
Indeed, 45 of the 1046 persone recently appointed to high positions in the 
government have no party affiliation whatsoever, This was reported by 
the Kabul press. Prominent members of the intelligentsia are advisers 

in the various ministries of the etate administration, 


All this is to say that this “saint<like” man is calling for a fight against 
the /legal democratic government/! 


"Fight together and individually!" With whom should one struggle "together"? 
The counterrevoiutionary imperialist fighting againet the revolution (not 
only Muslims, but also “nonbelievers") is talking about taking away the 
wealth and rule from the people, saying that a despicable tyranny should 

be placed over Afghan society. 


This is what the "reverend" Moanawi Rahmatullah is calling the "Muslim 
brothers" to fight for! 


There is a certain hypocrisy in his words. Muslims, who believe in a 
religion calling for unity in the struggle against the "infidel," who 
maintain that they are "Allah's people on earth," of the "tribe of 
Muhammed," of hajjis [i.e., Muslims who have made the pilgrimage to Mecca) 
and saints, are joining with foreigners (who have not embraced Islam) and 
de not hesitate to revere Catholics and Protestants, Baptists and Buddhists 
and representatives of other religions. In other words, they are embracing 
men who /have fought mercilessly against Islam for centuries/! They are 
even making common cause with American imperialists, whose criminal 
activity is even now being investigated by an international tribunal 

in the neighboring Islamic Republic of Iran. The reactionary elite even 
despises its own workers. Not all of these people are believers praying 

to the green banner of Islam of the capitalist leaders; it would be more 
correct to say that they are not religious. They are ready to join with 
anyone--be it God or the Devil. 


For example, when the “Agakhan's man," Said Shirazsha was arrested in 
Badakhshan province by the security forces, /a passport written in English/ 
was found in his possession! On Mamajanbay, the son of Hajjibek, /18 
rifles and 25 pistols made in England/ were found! One of the reactionary 
leaders operating against Afghanistan, Ziya Nazri, has been exposed as an 
/American citizen/! Burhmeddin Rabbani, appointed chairman of "The Islamic 
Union to Liberate Afghanistan" during a counterrevolutionary meeting in 
Pakistan on 2/7 January 1980, and his band are living off /American, 
Chinese and other monies/! In truth, this sort of money befits such 
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"Muslime’! We should mention that Burhmeddin Rabbani is a prominent 
professor of theology at Kabul University. What does he teach his 
believers and what does he do himself? It seema that there is a dif- 
ference between what he preaches and what he practices. The conflict 
between his words and actions cancels out both of them, 





Burhaneddin Rabbani and CLA agent Robert Lee recruited similar specialists 
doing the evil bidding of Pakistan and China to make inflamatory speeches 
in Kabul, These speeches /were planned and prepared by wel)-known groups 
in America, England, China and several other countriesa/! This ideology 

of "Islam" not only does not reatrict iteelf from consorting with repre- 
sentatives of the imperialist camp pretending to fight for the purity 

of the Muslim faith, but also follows them slavishly. 


".,,Destroy those who intend to destroy...our religion, our land, our 
homeland, our wealth... because the hopes and aspirations of the people 
are, after those of Allah, a most powerful and mighty force," teaches 
Mulla Rahmatullah. 


One must admit the truth: the hopes and aspirations of the people are a 
major force of the first magnitude. Rahmatullah makes use of this force 
in a perfidious way. But one thing is clear from his speeches: he does 
not comprehend who wants retribution or why. It is well known that, after 
the April Revolution, laws adopted by the new government guarantee the 
people's right to the land and the national wealth. These laws guarantee 
freedom of religion and preserve Islam. 


In other words, who is revenging whom on whose wealth? One has to examine 
the words written by Rahmatullah with his own hand; when Rahmatullah says 
“our wealth,” he is really saying “my wealth.” 


By calling on the people to unite in the struggle against “those intending 
to destroy our religion, our land, our homeland, our wealth," the leaders 

of the "Muslim brother,” in actual fact, are condoning a struggle by ele- 

ments cast off by society /against their own people/! 


How does such a thing happen? On the one hand, he speaks forcefully about 
militant Islam, people, religion, etc. On the other hand, he encourages 
"fraternization™ with the long-haired “brothers” who have committed vile 
atrocities. (We shall discuss these atrocities later.) 


The answer is simple. They cynically disdain the government and the laws 
which have slipped through their fingers, all things holy and sacred, and 
even the principles of religion. They are simply imposing themselves on 
an illiterate society. As for their leaders, Sebghatullah Majadidi, the 
head of the “National Liberation Front"; Mohammed Nabi, chief of the 
"Islamic Revolutionary Movement in Afghanistan,” and the leader of the 
"Islamic Party of Afghanistan,” after the 29 December 1979 overthrow of 
the government; types like Gulbuddin Hekmatyar to whom Amin promised the 











premiership, and those to whom lesser posts were offered, are /phony 
Muslims who are preserving imperialiem in its complete form under the 
guise of Lelam/! This ia proved by irrefutable facts. The foreign 
preas has also mentioned this several times. 


The KABUL NEW TIMES has characterized the leaders of the "Muslim brothers" 
in this same way, 


The recent meeting of the forces organized against Afghanistan in Peshawar 
has confirmed this, The basic theme of the discussions was the acquisi- 
tion of the means necessary to fight againet Afghanistan. Seeking to 
escape the vengeance of the people and hoping for leadership duties in the 
country, these so-called "leaders" have cast off their artificial sophis- 
tication and, bowing and scraping in front of the Americans, English, 
Chinese, Egyptians and representatives of Saudi Arabia, begged with 

teare in their eyes for help. They asked for money and weapons. They 
have even asked for military assistance, Do they not think how they will 
pay for this? The whole world knows that if the imperialists do not find 
them useful to their own purposes, they will not give them one red cent, 
Will they be held accountable for their treason against their people and 
country? Will they be held accountable for their treason against Islam? 
They do not make common cause with poor Muslims or with the best representa- 
tives of the workers, peasants and clergy, but with an agent familiar 

with the portals of the CIA, the American Robert Lee. They keep company 
with spies who have been working there for a long time: Robert Lesard, 
the prominent Columbia University “professor” (Bashir Pakriya), the cut- 
throate John Reagan, David Termen, Richard Jackman and similar "spe- 
cialiste” in subsersive activities and marauding. 


It is neither Allah nor Muhammed to whom these sordid counterrevolution- 
aries pray. In their evil machinations against the people they know how 
to support themselves generally, and they know how to ingratiate them- 
selves with everyone who can help them in the struggle for the government 
which fell from their hands. That is the true visage of those masking 
themselves in purity. Yet once stripped of their masks, one sees the 
hypocritical faces of these men, these prostitutes who solicit and sell 
themselves to the highest bidder. This is the kind of men they are! 


Which God Do They Worship? 


By pretending to be adherents and defenders of Islam, all of the counter- 
revolutionary groups, big and small alike, actually trample on the face 

of the truth. The Islamic faith commands believers to act in accordance 
with the precepts of the religion, and orders respect for men who do. 

The Islamic faith originated, essentially, as a form of protest against a 
system which condemned the working people to poverty and indigence, and 

as 4 means to fight against slavery. Despite the religious beliefs of 
those struggling for independence in Algeria, they never called themselves 
"Muslims." The broad masses of the population of Morocco generally united 
themselves under the banner of religion, but their principal slogan was 
"freedom." 
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The leaders of the bands and organizations fighting againat Afghanistan 


who call upon Allah to protect them have, in fact, rejected this second, 
progressive aspect of l[alam, Religious rules solemnizing trust in Allah 
ildealize a society in which man himself is "free." By taking the govern- 


ment into their own hends, the Hekmatyars, Rahmatullahs and others of 
such 11k have made a mockery of freedom, They do not conceal that their 
political goal is to return life in Afghanistan to a feudal existence, 





The structure of the counterrevolutionary organizations clearly shows 
what kind of order the "Muslim brothers" want to bring to the country. 
It is a teature reminiscent of the worst aspects of the Middle Ages. 
The peasants, who had been confused and misled by landlords, feudalists 
and reactionary mullas, and who have now joined the revolution, talk 
about this freely. The commander of one of the bands operating in 
Badakhshan province, who is reputed to possess enormous physical strength, 
uses his blood-soiled fists on his own followers, If he hits a man 
once, it is said, the man's eyes pop out of his head. This unrepentant 
bandit recites all the proverbs on faith in Allah and respect for the 
freedom of mankind, 


Marakhan Sawar, a prominent insurrectionist, described life in the band led 
by Arbab Sherkhan. Arbab Sherkhan shows no compassion or humanity toward 
his "Muslim brothers.” None of his men is permitted to eat more than one 
piece of meat, nor does any have the right to speak without first being 
spoken to. No matter how bad a job goes, they are not allowed to doubt 

its outcome, Marakhan Sawar only barely survived the wound he received 
when he escaped from the band. Afghani armed forces liberated him. 
Ghulmamad Iskander, who also escaped the band, has confirmed this. 


All of the counterrevolutionaries are seeking to impose this kind of order 
and discipline on the entire country by force. They like this kind of 
"freedom" and, instigated by the "Muslim brothers," they like their com- 
manders from across the seas and from China. They say that Soviet com- 
munists are the blood enemies of religion. For example, when Soviet 
troops came to the aid of the people at the request of the government of 
Afghanistan to defend them from foreign aggression, they cry out that "They 
are violating Islam." In point of fact, the Soviet Union and the Soviet 
people have never taken it on themselves to fight against any religion. 

On the contrary, the whole world knows that our laws protect and guarantee 
freedom of conscience and religious freedom. Every citizen of the USSR 
has the full right and opportunity to follow his religion's teachings. 


Those who call themselves “defenders of Islam" are digging their own 
graves by spreading these falsehoods. It is as though we had thrown 
practicing Muslims into jail, leveled mosques and killed the faithful who 
listened to the mullahs and recited their prayers. Incredible, to say the 
least! 





If such were the case, the population in the Central Asian republics where 
belief in Islam is widespread would have remained ineignificant, as it was 
in the 1930's when the majority of the people believed in Islam, The 
population of Usgbekistan, Tajikistan and Turkmenistan increases year by 
year, Comparing the population of this area now with its population prior 
to the revolution, it is clear that it has achieved a very high level in 
our country. The great prestige which the Muslims of the Soviet Union 
enjoy outside the borders of our country should not be underestimated, 
Among them are names wel! known to the entire world. In circumstances 
such as these, if freedom of religion were prohibited, or even curtailed, 
would not it be known to all? 


The idle gossip about destroying the mosques is nonsense from start to 
finish, stupid fantasy! One can only be amazed by such pointless specula- 
tion. The whole world knows our attitude towards monuments of the past, 
mosques included, In the USSR, these monuments are protected by law! Not 
only that, they are cared for, repaired and restored by the state. The 
fact that ancient monuments in Bukhara, Khiva, Samarkand and other cities 
are so well preserved awes even foreign tourists. It is true that com- 
pared with these monuments, the places of worship abroad are deplorable. 


They spread lies and slander like this to draw attention away from their 
own guilt. The "Muslim brothers" and their leaders lay all this calumny 

on our doorste;, vainly trying to disguise their one-sided interpreta- 

tion of Islam and even their lack of respect for the religion. The late 
president of Egypt, Gamal Abdul Nasser, called Islam a religion of revolu- 
tion. (There can be no doubt that he believed in his religion.) Accord- 
ing to the Koran the holding of large properties is forbidden. And what 

do the "Muslim brothers" want? First of all, they oppose land reform in 
the Afghan Democratic Republic. The decisions of the Revolutionary Council 
of the ADR on destroying large landholdings, however, does not contradict 
the Koran. Those who oppose this are grossly violating the precepts of 

the sacred book. The Jalalabad-based leader of the "National Front of the 
Islamic Revolution,” Sayyed Ahmad Gailani, is doing everything in his power 
to recover the large tracts of land taken from him. Mohammed Qasemi, a 
lesser figure, struggles against the legal government for hundred of 
hectares of land around Kabul. 


In the sacred book of the Muslims there is a declaration on social justice 
and a strong condemnation of exploitation. There is also a warning to 
preserve every safeguard against corruption. For the "Muslim brothers" 
the direct opposite is true. By calling on Allah, the "Muslim brothers" 
and their leaders rain down slander on Soviet communists and call our 
soldiers doing their internationalist duty “enemies of religion." And 

how do they see their own work? After committing murderous atrocities 
they return to their lair where, according to indisputable facts, they 
indulge in drunkenness, depravity and other unspeakable acts. They 

vilify the fundamental suras of the Koran. 














Although they call tor the solidarity of all believers, the "Muslim broth- 
ers,’ as noted above, express their basic anxieties by associating them- 
selves with American, English, Chinese and other such reactionaries. In 
other words, they are conspiring with persons not of their own religion 

in order to struggle against their own co-religionists in Afghanistan. 


The "Muslim brothers," who are adherents of Islam, should work for justice 
and abjure exploitation, as set forth by the suras of the Koran and the 
precepts of the other sacred books. In the final analysis, they are 
violently revenging themselves on the peasants who have taken the land and 
on activists who wish to create a just society, even though they may not 
be members of the People's Democratic Party of Afghanistan. 





The evil practice of the "Muslim brothers" of levying the burden of their 
debts on believers and religious teachers and similar unprincipled actions 
among the people are too numerous to mention, 


There are even worse things: These "defenders of peace and religion" are 
destroying the Koran! 


At the time of the disorders in Kabul which were started by foreigners and 
enemies of the revolution sent in from Pakistan, the "Muslim brothers" set 
fire to one of the religious bookstores! The press reported that these 
people who pretend to be believers burned hundreds of volumes of the Holy 
Koran and even threw them into the fire! 


One question clearly emerges: Which god and whom io the "Muslim brothers" 
serve? In view of what they have actually done and their collaboration 
with foreign intelligence, the indusputable answer is: They serve the 

god of big profit and the lord of feudalism. 


[Text] Their Tactics: Terrorism and Banditry 


The "Muslim brothers," their foreign leaders and their instigators make 
use of the slyest tactics and methods in thc struggle against the revolu- 
tion. Their operations are worked out according to the objectives set 
forth by high-ranking military and state leaders. Diplomatic representa- 
tives of the United States, England, the PRC, Pakistan and Egypt, as well 
as the bourgeois press, cry out that they "weep" over Afghanistan and 

the "Soviet threat" and over “intervention in the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan"; at the same time incendiaries of these countries mention 
their objective --to snuff out the revolution--is forming the necessary 
forces and means to do this. Military and ideologically diversionary 
actions are tested in counterrevolutionary centers and bases which are 
formally called "refugee camps." The foreign press notes the names of 
centers like Peshawar, Kvesht, Nowshera, Chitral, Chaman and Spin-Buldak 
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in Pakistan, There are dogens of them, There, American, Chinese, 
Pakistani and Egyptian instructors are training future terrorists and 
diversionists. The "Muslim brothers," strongly calling out to be trained 
for "liberty" and independence have played into the hands of hegemonists 
working across the ocean and similar hegemonists elsewhere. After being 
sent into Afghan territory they possess freedom of movement, but the 
freedom they possess is under the control of CIA agents, Pakistani and, 
sometimes, Chinese officers. 


A concrete assignment is given to every group and every bandit. They 

are to form underground bases. They are to set up "cells" for later 
diversions by means special to plunderers who have great experience and 
gifts in terrorism, intimidation and stimulating fear. (Strategists from 
across the ocean mention their unfulfillable desire to organize mass 
emigrations from the entire country, but this is something that happens 
only on paper.) After penetrating the territory of the ADR, the "Muslim 
brothers" are not characterized as those who live and mingle with the poor, 
the workers and peasants, but rather as those who live and mingle with the 
wealthy, the landlords and the great merchants. They quickly find a common 
language with them. Although they talk sympathetically about the poor, 
they have other plans for them. 


Settled down in their lairs, terrorists begin to incite hysteria among the 
local population by night. Items found in their pockets and around them 
show clearly who they are and what they have been ordered to do. For 
example, confirmed official information shows that Abdul Kalid and 
Shirdeli, who were apprehended for their criminal activities, had com- 
pleted a reading course in a foreign province of a neighboring country. 
Papers confirming their membership in the "Islamic Party of Afghanistan" 
were found on these bandits, as well as other uncompleted membership forms 
for this counterrevolutionary organization. In other words, their duty 
consisted of drawing a steady flow of recruits from the population into 
their own groups. Among other things found in their pockets was a 
schematic diagram of the location of one of the Soviet army units and a 
piece of paper on which "Go home" was written in Russian. Wherever they 
go, in any foreign country, they have pinned their hopes on the gullibil- 
ity of that country's people. But their hopes did not materialize. 
Soldiers of the Afghan Democratic Armed Forces arrested them for their 
crime. 


The "work" place of Abdul Kalid and his companion Shirdeli encompassed 
a rather wide area. They penetrated, with some semblance of boldness, 
the Afghan Democratic Republic. The text of the circular makes their 
cynicism clear: it advises, in the form of an ultimatum, going over to 
the "Muslim brothers." The bandits had weapons and a lot of money. 
Certainly this money was to be used as a bribe to draw people to their 
side. 


The basic goal of the bandits consists of provoking hostilities in adjoin- 
ing regions, of tying the revolution to hunger, or organizing mass 
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emigrations when the opportunity presents itself, of killing activists and 
destroying the government, 


A familiar procedure: a procedure which the CIA would not hesitate to 
use! It is obvious the imperialists want to recreate a variant of Chile 
under Afghan conditions. This turbulent situation was created with every 
means at their disposal, And it was created, above all, by terrorism in 
order to exact a savage revenge on activitists of the Peoples Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan, on members of opposition groups and organizations and 
on teachers and students. It was created by exerting pressure on, and 
threatening leaders of factories and administration, and by influencing 
the backward, illiterate sector of the country through bribery. For 
example, it is well known that in Kabul and Herat 50 Afghanis will buy a 
certain service: The poor and their families, after having taken this 
money, are required to go on top of their houses and pray aloud to Allah. 
[t makes no difference if they pray in a bored voice. The bandits monitor 
their prayers. Those who can not be corrupted by bribery and who do not 
fear them are cunningly tortured or killed. They have wavs of dealing 
with both types. 


There is no end to the cynicism of the bandits. They spread their leaf- 
lets, which are printed abroad, and their orders to responsible people, 
managers of factories and organizations, sales people and storekeepers. 

For example, in a letter of command intended for the manager Kamaluddin 
Khan, it is said: "We hope in the name of the brothers of Herat that 
everything will be carried out without warning and all will be accom- 
plished without a victim...You must sell lamb for 80 Afghanis/kg, beef 

for 50 Afghanis/kg, and camel for 40 Afghanis/kg."" They are trying to 
create dissatisfaction among the people by the very practical way of inflat- 
ing prices and inciting people to rise up against the government. 


The "Muslim brothers" are also trying to create a turbulent situation by 
means of sabotage. (This also resembles the "Chilean affair" of the CIA.) 
As is known, one of the primary indicators of peace in a region is that 
the shops are open; both the Afghani and the foreign press write about 
this. That is to say, if a store is open, life is going on normally. 

If it is closed, however, something is wrong. For this reason merchants 
and store owners are under the scrutiny of terrorists and diversionists. 
One of the documents said "The stores must be closed." 


They are little concerned with disruption of productivity. "If anyone 
goes to work after a warning, he will be punished. If you are unable 

to stop working, work less, or pretend you are working," threaten the 

bandits. 


The "Muslim brothers," who are trained in foreign camps, not only spread 
their appeals on paper and by word of mouth, but, as noted in the press, 
they also enter homes to strengthen their threats, lead some groups of 
people into the mountains to their bandits’ lair, and gather peasants 
together for "education" in centers located in Pakistan. The "Muslim 
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brothers" use every means to intimidate workers and peasants. A picture 

of a leader of a counterrevolutionary faction was hung in one of the 
villages near Jalalabad. Under the picture was written "Whoever takes this 
down will be killed." The objective here is clear: It is to remind every- 
one of the long arm of the bandits and of the fact that they do not recog- 
nize the peoples’ government. But this ugly picture did not stay up long; 
they took it down and brought it to a tank batallion of the Peoples 

Armed Forces of Afghanistan where the young officer Habibulla works as 

a politruk. 


Sometimes they heard the sound of gunfire on the road. These are terrorists 
and diversionists; to put it simply, it is the bandits attacking, at 

any opportune moment, passing vehicles, be they military or private. They 
must either block their passage or at least make their movement very 
difficult. These are the things they want to accomplish. (Once again, 

this tactic calls to mind the Chilean variant of the CIA.) 


There is yet another side to the true, anti-people face of these "brothers": 
it is clear that they are creating hunger in the country. In considering 
the objects they destroy, one thing stands out. These objects are primarily 
large stores, food warehouses and food transports. It was no accident that 
a grain elevator was burned down at the same time that the CIA was fomenting 
trouble in Kabul. 


Although these troublemakers and murders who are stirring up strikes on 
the territory of the ADR are terrorizing the population, the dubious nature 
of their action is clear to all. The people of Afghanistan can identify 
who their friends are, and who their enemies are. There are facts showing 
that peasants who erred and joined these groups have escaped and continue 
to escape from the bands of armed groups; they have returned to a peaceful 
existence and are even active members of opposition groups and brigades. 
The Afghan press reports that ia regions like Ulyan, Karu, Jarkan and in 
dozens of similar regions, the peasants have turned to the legal govern- 
ment. Those returning to peaceful work want one thing--protection from 
the bandits. The Peoples Armed Forces of Afghanistan are accomplishing 
this task successfully. In order to defend the republic from this foreign 
aggression, limited contingents of Soviet troops, which entered the terri- 
tory of Afghanistan at the wish of the government of the ADR, are funda- 
mentally influencing and stabilizing the situation in the country. For 
this reason, no matter how much the American and Chinese hegemonists, the 
Pakistani and Egyptian chauvinists wish to crush the revolution, they will 
not succeed. The Afghan people themselves, led by the Peoples Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan, are defending the revolution. The Soviet Union is 

a powerful neighbor and friend of the Afghan people. As for the Soviet 
Union, it would never inflict punishment on its friends. 


Barbarians Under the Muslim Veil 


In December of last year, President Carter triumphantly reported a 
"climate of change" in Afghanistan. Although Afghanistan has not remained 
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in the Middle Ages, strong words were said about grouping it with such 
states. Now we know the reason for these declarations. The plan to over- 
throw the state, which was agreed upon by the murderous Amin regime and 
the CIA, completely pleased the United States of America. But influ- 
ential measures were taken to legalize the new government of Afghanistan, 
to normalize the situation within the country and to guarantee its secu- 
rity; the president's good-naturedness turned to anger. The policy on 
Afehanistan agreed upon by the United States together with China and simi- 
lar countries convincingly demonstrates the medieval preference of the 
president. Acting in the manner of ignorant and barbaric times which have 
been relegated to history for a long time, centers and bases preparing 
terrorists and diversionists have been opened in Pakistan with his 
approval; massive military aid has also been granted. 


Gunner-radioman Abdul Rezaq of the Afghan Military Airforce said: 


"What would you have expected of imperialism!...See what these bandits 
are doing right in the open. In my native province they are attacking 
schools every day, cutting the teacher's throat, closing the school's 
doors and burning it down. /There was a class of 40 students. Only 
two of them did not die."/ 


Generally, schools, te ..ical institutes and institutes are the objects 
most despised by the "Muslim brothers.” In the period just after the 

April Revolution the press reported that hundreds of educational facilities 
were burned down, damaged or completely destroyed. Let us give some facts. 


/...Mazar-e Sharif, Magdan Technikum. These adolescents were barbarously 
killed in front of the students. 


...Jalalabad. Ali of the female students, without exception, were taken 
to the bandits’ lairs. Nothing is known about what happened to them after 
that. 


...Lash-e Joweyn, Farah Province. The school was burned down and the 
teachers and students were killed. 


...Panjwan (Qandahar region). The school was destroyed. 


In one of the schools they cut off the right hands of all the girls, and 
they put stones in the mouths of the boys. Only an insignificant number 
of students remained alive.../ 


After the bands organized to fight against the revolution have done the 
preparatory work according to a sequence planned abroad, violent acts 
like these are carried out in different parts of the country! The 
Western press rejoices in reporting these facts; they say it is "fanat- 
icism” or "medievalism”....It is timely to ask theWestern press what they 
think about the "fanaticism" of the barbarities committed in Vietnam, 
Kampuchea, Rhodesia and Angola by American and Chinese bandits who are 
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intormed and, most of the time, civilized. The reason is that in those 
places and in Afghanistan this work is premeditated and these objects 

are selected for oarbarities, The fundamental reason here is not religious 
fanaticism; it is the ideological realization of the short-sighted achieve- 
ment of imperialism's will and a result of their preparation and education. 
What can be done in this regard? What can be done in regard to straight- 
ening out the government of exploiters in Afghanistan, of dictators, like 
the tormer shah of Iran, and of religious fanatics? Their basic goal is 
spreading fear and keeping the people in a state of fear. For them, kill- 
ing people is like kicking aside a stone on the road. They have neither 
shame nor conscience. 


The murderous band under the command of Mamajanbay, which is known to us, 
seized 162 sheep, close to 70 cows and oxen, and warm clothing from a 
number of peasants in the Badakhshan Province and drove them into poverty. 
/When one of the peasants refused to give up his last sheep, a bandit 
slashed his stomach open with a knife./ 


With regard to their fanaticism and religious dogmatism, all of them con- 
ceal it in order to whiten their banditry under this veil. /As in 
Badakhshan Province, the enemies of the revolution, the "Muslim brothers," 
are settling their staff in mosques; there is some discussion about how they 
fulfill the precepts of the sacred books. / 


In these sacred places there is nothing that stops them from turning to 
drunkenness and depravity. They have left traces of such acts in their 
own bandits’ lairs! 


There is another example of their spurning of religion. An aviator named 
Timur was forced to stay in an area where the bandits were operating openly. 
If he did not demonstrate his opposition by giving blood, it was made clear 
to him that he would be kept there as a slave. That the pilot would remain 
alive was guaranteed by the word of a Muslim....But they killed him anyway. 
And this was the word of a true Muslim! 


According to discussions with workers in the ADR security forces, there are 
similar astounding facts. Does a man really do such things to another 
man?! But the truth has shown what a man can do. For example, let us look 
at another event. Customers, on entering a large department store in Kabul 
saw the head of the owner of the store hanging among the sheeps' car- 
casses....This happened on 22 February 1980. The counterrevolutionaries 
had done this because they had forbidden merchants to open their stores.... 
But, despite the threats, many of the stores were open! 


The "Muslim brothers" and their leaders, both orally and in writing, have 
turned to the Koran, Allah and Muhammed to call on the people to unite 
behind the counterrevolutionary forces. According to the Islamic faith 
man is a creation of the lord, i.e., all men are the children of a "holy" 
father, of Allah, and for this reason they are all brothers. The facts 
shown above demonstrate what they do to their brothers and co-religionists. 
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According to the Koran, when the "golden time” of man is past, and it is 
always passing, those remaining in this world have no reason to expect 

good fortune. Diversionists arriving from Pakistan and circulating among 
believers, quote these words from the Koran: "The world is only a diver- 
sion and a world of lies; it is somet-ing like a child's game; it goes by 
quickly.” In other words, it must be expected that those called to the 
side of Allah will find good fortune. But why do those who are aware of 
these things not hurry on to "paradise"? After causing all this suffer- 
ing and pain, they speak only of celestial reward. The truth of the matter 
must not be forgotten. 


Recently the security organs arrested a man called Alimamat Khudadat. 

He was, to be sure, a Muslim and had the honor of being at the side of 
Shirazsha, the "living God" in Badakhshan Province. The “brothers” armed 
this fake believer with knife and spit and, calling for the unity of the 
children of the lord, got their satisfaction by inflicting every sort of 
torture on prisoners of war who had become miserable slaves. 





[t is not as if this was the beginning of atrocities committed on Afghan 
soil by mercenary looters, murderers and those who tyrannize the weak. 
But we believe that an original “white book" should be written, exposing 
the ‘Muslim brothers," their foreign brethren, instigators and com- 
manders, as well as the so-called “leaders.” All the consequences of 
their crimes against the people of Afghanistan should be demonstrated. 

In this respect, none of the atrocities or machinations should be covered 


up. 


The widest segments of Afghan society, including both the clergy and some 
of those who are passionately defending and preserving the work of the 
revolution to the end, will undertake this task. They will also set 

down their political thoughts. It will be proof of the triumph of the 
revolution which the discord has strengthened within them and within the 
masses and bandit bands. They will eat each others' flesh like savage 
thieves who cannot spread their poison. They will fight--and be unable to 
skin a bear without being killed. Men ensnared in the network of the 
bands by lies or force of arms, seeing the uncertainty of the situation, 
will escape from these bands. "We believe in the revolution" say men who 
have returned from the mountains and settled in the village of Surab near 
Kabul. 


Some of the poor workers in the provinces of Baghlan, Jowzjan and 
Badakhshan say that the counterrevolution is especially believed in 

there. They help by accusing the imperialists of wishing to keep the 
zrowti. of Afghanistan on the level of the Middle Ages. Although bourgeois 
propaganda is trying some sly tricks, and the president of the United 
States and those supporting his policies are applying sanctions, the 

truth of the matter will emerge triumphantly. The counterrevolution has 
exposed itself and shown what it is. The atrocities committed, even those 
yet unheard of and still unseen, show convincingly and sufficiently the 
plans against the people, and even against Islam, and the inhumane criminal 
plans worked out in the West and China against Afghanistan; and we should 
say here that though Mr President says such beautiful words on "defending 
the rights of man," we see that it is less convenient for him to speak out 
on these atrocities.

me from the mental hospital!" The ery for help 
came trom Viadimir Gershunin, bricklayer and 
member of SMOT, the unofficial labor union move- 
ment in the Seviet Union. He was arrested by the 
police on 26 June, and taken in for investigation 
of “ideological vigilance,” an example of how the 
KGB was cleaning out the dissidence in Moscow 
before the olympic games. GNISTAN's correspondent 
met Gerehunin's friends in Moscow during the games 
and smuggled out his letter which can now be 
published in the west. 


“Il was arrested by some men of the l3let Militia Unit and some criminal 
poli-e on 26 June as | was returning to work after my noon break. When 

I arrived at the l3let I was sublected to an ‘investigation’ in the form 
of a d-minute conversation with a psychiatrist in the presence of several 
militiamen. Then I was turned over to the 13th Mental Hospital in 
Liublinoe.” 


So states bricklayer Viadimir Gershunin about his arrest, in a letter 
which he wrote on 8 July. OGNISTAN's correspondent got the letter in 
Moscow, and succeeded in taking it through the Soviet customs who 
carefully searched the luggage and pockets of travelers. 


At the mental hospital Gershunin was interrogated about “ideological 
vigilance,” he tells in the letter. Wot about any form of illness. He 
was denied permission to phone his relatives, and was placed among 
seriously ill mental patients. 


Gershunin wrote his letter from a surgical clinic where had been taken for 
an acute appendicitis operation. He had been ill with a high fever for two 
days before he was operated on. 
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"If they had waited 4 or 5 more hours it would have been too late, 
according to the experienced doctors who operated on me. But they also 
said that they were not surprised that it took so long. They are 
familiar with the attitude at mental hospitals." 


Completely Healthy 


Ae early ae 197) Viadimir Gershunin was put in a mental hospital for 
political reasons. Previously he had been in a work camp during the 
50's, An English payehtatriset, Harry Lauber, examined him when he was 
treed in 1974 and tound him to be completely healthy. 


After the appendicitis operation he was taken back to the mental hospital, 
and appeals in hie letter, “As in 1971 1 must turn to my friends in 

Russia and the west to do everything possible to save me from the mental 
hospital.” 


Several days betore the formal opening of the olympic games, 15 July, 
eight Muscovites wrote an open letter of defense for Gershunin. Among 
them was Veevolod Kuvakin, director of SMOT. "Most important of all just 
now is to obtain the release of Gershunin from the mental hospital," 

he said to GNISTAN's correspondent, who met him last week in his apartment 
in Moscow. 


"The leader of the tirst attempt to organize a new trade union movement, 
Viadimir Klebanov, has been sitting for more than two years in a mental 

hospital in Dnepropetrovsk in the Ukraine. Now they are taking the same 
methods against us!" 


Olympics in an Iron Grip 


Moscow during the olympic games is a city in an iron grip. The arrest by 
force of Vladimir Gershunin is only a part of the KGB's preparations to 
ensure that there were no protests at the olympic games. Since November 
of last year the KGB has arrested about 160 known dissidents in the entire 
country, mostly in Moscow. Those not arrested have been followed, 
threatened, and urged to leave Moscow. 


"If I met foreigners during the olympic games, the police said that I 
would be arrested,” said Vsevolod Kuvakin. “Earlier they recommended to 
me that I should emigrate to the west.” 


Most of the known dissidents are therefore away from Moscow. Outside the 
door of the residence of one of the relatives of an imprisoned dissident 

there was a policeman on guard in civilian clothes when GNISTAN paid its 

visit. 
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There were 35,000 extra policemen called in from the countryside. Outside 
the hotels policemen are atationed to keep the black market away. The 
subways are full of policemen, and there are barriers at the entrances, 
Only residents of Moscow can be in the city during the olympic games, The 
streets are almost deserted, since drivers of private cars have been 
ordered to leave their automobiles at home. 


"These are bed times for us," said a taxi driver. "Moscow is a closed 
city. And foreigners have their own means of transportation." 


Boycott Disappointing 


At the olympic arenas the guarding is done mostly by the military. The 
entire section of the city around Lenin Stadium is closed off by 

thousands of police. Contact between the athletes and the spectators 

is impossible. Only the Russians who were fortunate enough to get tickets, 
which were distributed through the work places, were admitted to the 
arenas. 





What do the Russians say about the olympic games? Most of the dissidents 
support the boycott begun by the U.S.A. 


"The west must give some answer to the Soviets for the invasion of 
Afghanistan in order to maintain its moral position,” said one of the 
many anonymous individuals behind the dissident movement. 


"Now the authorities are using the games to play on the feelings of the 
people, and blend patriotism with loyalty to the regime. Russian national- 
ism grows." 

Many “common people" are disappointed that the U.S.A. and others boycotted 
the games. The fact that most western states who participated did so under 
the olympic flag was not concealed by the otherwise smooth propaganda 
apparatus. 


Along the streets of Moscow and in all the newspapers it is proclaimed that 
the olympic games are a symbol of peace. The slogan is "Sports, Peace, 

and Progress." It appears that the olympics support the Soviet peace 
policies, and those who are for the boycott support war.

Here, in preparing to 
ecale new heighte in developing this sector, they devote great attention to 
creating a firm fodder base. The last economic year ended with a net profit

With the participation of members of the artel, questions of individual 
construction and improving the working people's living standard were examined.

GEORGLAN GOSPLAN DEPUTY ON AGRICULTURAL PLANNING 
Tbilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 18 Jul 80 p 2 


lArticle by A. Kiknavelidze, first deputy chairman of Gosplan for 
Gruginskaya SSR, entitled: "Planning: Pluses and Minuses") 


(Text) The party is studying the planning of agricul- 
tural production as the principal method for rural 
economic control, In his report at the July (1978) 
Plenum of the CPSU Central committee, Comrade L,I. 
Brezhnev, General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee 
called planning a most important lever for managing agri- 
cultural production, 


One cannot speak about planning agriculture scientifically without first 
of all having at his fingertips a detailed analysis of developmental 
dynamics for that branch of industry--with very accurate and fully specific 
figures; without knowing the soil, climatic, and economic conditions in 
which a certain rayon is found; lacking a technical-economic evaluation of 
the tracts of land and the crops being cultivated on them; without accu- 
rately determining the current and future level on which agriculture will 
be provided with capital investment and equipment, mineral fertilizer, 
pesticides, thoroughbred cattle, quality seed and a salary fund, Only 
based on the most profitable coordination and on objectively essential 
consideration of all these factors can certain variations of combined 
accounting procedures be derived, The selection of the most natural of 
these variations, the most appropriate one for each specific rayon, pro- 
vides acceptable indicators for a unified plan for agricultural develop- 
ment. 


This is precisely what V.1. Lenin had in mind when he indicated that "all 
plans for separate branches of production must be strictly coordinated and 
linked together so as to form the unified economic plan that we need so 
badly.” And that is what V.V. Kuybyshev meant when he noted that “to 
construct a five-year plan for development without adopting as essential 
prerequisites the systematic improvement of the technical and cultural 
level, the deg: yur management skill, or without taking full account 











of all the resources and advantages which our economic system has at its 
disposal, and so forth and so on, is to trifle and waste one's time on a 
useless and unnecessary matter," 


Just such a plan, compiled on the basis of a full and exhaustive review of 
all the above-mentioned conditions, factors, possibilities, resources and 
advantages can be termed a scientifically founded one, 


Its development takes, as a rule, no less time, effort and attention than 
its fulfillment. Otherwise the plan cannot play a centralized organiza- 
tional role or fulfill the functions assigned it in the scientific manage- 
ment of agricultural production or in the skillful control of that branch 
of industry. 


In the past few years certain shifts have taken place in agricultural 
planning for our republic. The primary one is the coordination of drafts 
of the plan for agricultural development with the leaders of party, soviet 
and agricultural organs of the rayons, which takes place at an expanded 
session of the Gosplan collegium, As a result of this not only has the 
number of claims made by individual rayons regarding the unrealistic nature 
of the plans been reduced, but new trends have emerged as well--trends 
toward increasing the plan's indicators, founded on potential available 

in each rayon for developing various branches of agriculture. The Khobskiy, 
Abashskiy, Makharadzevskiy, Akhmetskiy and several other rayons which pick 
up the pace of agricultural production year after year were the initiators 
of these positive trends, 


At the same time an analysis of planning experience shows that the manage- 
ment personnel in many rayons do not always understand the soil, climatic 
and economic characteristics of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes in their 

rayon, do not know what labor-saving devices are being or will be used, 

the material-technical resources with which they are provided, the number 
or mix of the thoroughbred cattle they have, the structure of the agricul- 
tural tracts, or the areas planted with perennial and annual crops on 
public farms and in the individual sector, As a consequence of this they 
ask almost yearly to remove one or another agricultural sector from produc- 
tion to reduce their area, their number of head of cattle, or their plans 
for the production and state procurement of agricultural products. Many 

of them attempt to--and often do--achieve reductions in the plan indicators 
for public farms by unjustifiedly increasing the indicators for the 
personal subsidiary enterprises of kolkhoz and sovkhoz workers. 


I will give several examples. Zestafonskiy Rayon is one of the primry 
producers of grapes in Western Georgia and from the very outset wine- 
growing determines the direction for agriculture on the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes of this rayon. However, until now the rayon has not paid proper 
attention to the intensive development of this sector. Instead of system- 
atically increasing the area planted with grapes, year after year the area 
here is reduced by increasing that of less intensive sectors and crops. 





Whereas in 1966 the area of the rayon's kolkhozes and sovkhozes planted 
with grapes was 2 495 hectares, by 1978 it had dropped to 2,331 hectares, 
On the rayon's kolkhozes alone the area planted with grapes diminished by 
460 hectares, And it is this fact that prompted a reduction in the plan 
for 1980 grape procurement by more than 3,000 tons, compared to 1974, 


Goriyskiy Rayon is considered the most important producer of high-quality 
fruit in the republic. In 1960 fruit orchards on the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes of the rayon made up an area of 6,700 hectares, In the period 
1961-70 fruit was planted on 11,000 more hectares in the rayon; however, 
on the All-Union Census of 1970 orchards somehow accounted for an area of 
only 14,900 hectares, or 2,800 less than it should have, During 1971-79 
another 5,500 hectares of fruit orchard were planted on the farms of the 
rayon, but the republic's 1976 census showed again that the area there was 
less, this time 3,400 less, At present the area of orchards in the rayon 
is less than 17,000 hectares, including 11,000 hectares of fruit-bearing 
trees, 


According to a decision made by the executive organs in the republic in 
March of 1977 the public farms in the rayon were to produce 113,000 tons 
of fruit in 1980, with an average orchard productivity of 105 quintals per 
hectare. However, the plan for fruit procurement from the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in 1980 was established at 70,100 tons; in other words, at 64 
quintals per hectare. So the comrades from Goriyskiy Rayon got what they 
wanted, which was at least something, but it was also a reduction in the 
plan! 


The governing organs in Yugo-Osetinskaya Autonomous Oblast have system- 
atically asked to have their plan for cereal crops reduced, They justified 
their request by the need to increase the area planted with intensive 
fodder crops in order to intensively develop livestock breeding and increase 
the production of meat and milk, And we met them halfway, But what do you 
think resulted? During the period 1970-78 the area of the oblats's kolk- 
hozes and sovkhozes planted with cereal crops was reduced by 6,000 hectares, 
but that planted with fodder increased by only 2,000 hectares, Of the 
remaining 4,000 hectares of arable land 500 were planted with perennials-- 
fruit orchards--while 3,500 were transferred totally without stipulation 
into the category of natural hayfields and pasture. And here is the 
result--the production of meat on the oblast's kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
during the period 1976-79 dropped by 56 tons, and milk production increased 
by only 361 tons. 


Akhalkalakskiy Rayon is one of the primary livestock breeding rayons in 
the republic, Here there is real potential for picking up the pace in the 
production and state procurement of livestock products, but at the moment 
it is far from being fully used, In 1975 more than 8,500 cows were on 
public farms in the rayon; the milk from each of them was 1,871 kilograms 
and bulk milk production just exceeded 15,000 tons. These indicators are, 





as they say, not very high, so thac is why the rayon in its plans for the 
LOth Five-Year Plan envisioned increasing the number of head of cows on 
public farms to 9,250, the yield of milk to 2,250 kilograms per head, and 
milk production as a whole cto 21,500 tons, 


The first two years of the five-year plan were successful ones for the 
rayon. The number of cows grew to 8,867, their yield of milk rose to an 
average of 1,983 kilograms and overall milk production reached 17,202 tons, 
The plans for state procurement of milk were overfulfulled by 1,628 tons 
during these years, with 333 tons being purchased from the population at 
large. 


But during the last two years the situation has fundamentally changed: 
the number of head of cows has dropped to 8,855 and the yield of milk has 
fallen to 1,936 kilograms, The plan for milk procurement remained under- 
fulfilled by 981 tons, with 1,555 tons of milk being purchased from the 
population, 


The rayon leadership asks every year to have the plan for milk procurement 
reduced, justifying their request with claims of a lack of production 
volume. Here we should particularly stress that the plans for state pro- 
curement of agricultural products from the rayons and farms are established 
by higher authority, and fulfilling them is the law, The calculations 

of production of these products which provide for both the unequivocal 
fulfillment of state procurement plans and the satisfaction of all consumers 
in the economy are done by the rayons and farms themselves, and if anywhere 
the production of these products is planned to be at or below the level 
established by the procurement plan, it is a grave error which should be 
immediately corrected, 


Certain leaders question the establishment of plans for state procurement 
of their agricultural products at the actual average annual fulfillment 
level, without taking into account that the rayon has increased its fruit- 
bearing areas and the number of head in its breeding herd, has built 
complexes, conducted land reclamation by drainage and irrigation, and 
improved material-technical provisioning, etc. 


They all forget that the plans for developing agriculture are initiated 
locally--directly on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The leading kolkhoz and 
sovkhoz workers and knowledgeable specialists in the sector should actively 
participate in their development, However, it happens that party, soviet 
and agricultural organs in the rayons do not receive timely drafts of the 
plan for agricultural development from the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, do not 
critically analyze them, and do not compare them with the potential and 
unused reserves available on the farms, 


The ministries and departments, for their part, do not always guide 
correctly how the draft plans are compiled in the rayons and on the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes, They make no comparisons concerning how well 
the plan for the production of agricultural products ensures the fulfill- 
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menc of state procurement assignments or the satisfaction of the needs of 
those same rayons and tarms for these products; or how correctly a draft 
of the plan provides tor efficient use of the 

from the state, or of available reserves and potential, All these defi- 
clencles are subjective, but they can and should be eliminated everywhere, 


But there are other kinds of deficiencies, those in the very system of 
agricultural planning. Of late, so-called overall purchase quotas and 
various additional assignments have begun to be established along with 
tirm plans. In other words, each republic, oblast and farm is given 
indicators for the firm plan, for production in excess of the plan, and 
various additional assignments, socialist commitments, and so forth, 

None of this serves the demands of scientific planning for the development 
of agricultural production today, 


Under the current system all levels of territorial planning, from the 
republic to the individual kolkhozes and sovkhozes, clearly manifest the 
tendency to establish artificially reduced indicators both for the total 
and particularly for the firm plan for procuring agricultural products so 
as to achieve the maximum increase in quantity--50 percent. Many of those 
interested in this matter resort to all kinds of violations of objective 
planning procedure, guided by local interests which stem from local 
natural-economic and economic conditions, It is the economically weak 
farms with little capacity which always turn out to be the losers in this 
struggle--those that lack even the means for simple reproduction of assets. 


The manner in which the documents on overfulfillment of the firm plan for 
state procurement of agricultural products is drawn up and the system for 
awarding money for a 50-percent increase are so complex and difficult that 
here too, many of those interested find the opportunity for providing 
unjustified and unwarranted assistance to a certain number of farms, 


And more, Under this system almost all sectors of livestock breeding carry 
unproductive cattle over until 1 January of the next year without justifi- 
cation or basis. As soon as the cattle are included in the yearly count 
they are immediately dispatched via the various channels of utilization. 


As Comrade L.1, Brezhnev noted at the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee, all this "diminishes the mobilizational role of the 
plan, has a negative effect on the organization of production and economic 
activity, and provides inadequate incentive in the struggle for further 
production growth, Such a situation must be corrected," 


Now that preparations are underway everywhere for the 26th CPSU Congress 

and the 26th Congress of the Georgian Communist Party, it is important to 
concentrate our attention even more on the problems of increasing the effi- 
ciency of public production, Experience suggests and insistently demands 
that a unified plan for the procurement of agricultural products be estab- 
lished for the republics, krays, oblasts, rayons, kolkhozes, and sovkhozes-- 
a plan which provides all of them with equal conditions for their economic 
and social development. 
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AGRICULTURAL MANAGER CADRE TURNOVER IN BELORUSSIA

[Text] Until a few years ago the Druzhba Kolkhoz in Dobrushskiy Rayon was 
just an undistinguished average kolkhoz. But recently its livestock pro- 
ductivity has increased and its economic indicators have improved. The so- 
lutions achieved there as regards the economic and social aspects of the life 
of kolkhoz members are highly instructive. 


These striking changes have occurred after several years of work by the 
chairman of the governing board, the party member A.G. Dudarev. At 29 years 
of age he was entrusted with the important and responsible position of kol- 
khoz chairman. He has more than justified the confidence placed in him. 
Basing himself on the local party chapter (there are 35 communist party 
members in the kolkhoz) he succeeded in rallying the people together and 
inspiring them toward great feats. 


Now consider an example of a different nature. 


The Braginskiy Rayon Party Committee in 1977 had recommended P.I. Serafimovich, 
chief engineer at the Ostroglyady Sovkhoz, for the post of director of that 
sovkhoz. Within 2 years he had to resign his position and return to his for- 
mer duties. The new director became S.G. Bobrenok, for several years pre- 
viously the director of the Kolkhoz imeni Frunze. This transfer was supported 
by the rayon party committee on the grounds that the Kolkhoz imeni Frunze is 

a small kolkhoz and that Bobrenko was competent to handle a larger outfit. 

But it turned out that the abilities of that individual were overestimated 

in the rayon. After 10 months the Braginskiy Rayon Party Committee addressed 
to Bobrenko a severe reprimand for sloppy personnel management and improper 
behavior, and had to relieve him of his duties. 


These two examples are two consequences, as it were. On the one hand, they 
reflect, as in a mirror, the importance of farm managers to the actual imple- 
mentation of the party's agrarian policies, to the realization of the highly 





important tasks posed to the tollers of the countryside by the decisions 

of the 25th CPSU Congress and of the subsequent plenums of the party Central 
Committee, On the other, they reflect the style of relationship between the 
party committee and the captains of production. 


Problems of the selection, assignment, and education of kolkhoz chairmen and 
sovkhozg directors are of constant and focal concern to the party comm‘{ttees 
and organizations. This is because, indisputably, an upswing in agricultural 
production largely depends on the captains of that production, on their abil- 
ity to solve problems of economics and culture and to master up-to-date 
techniques of management, as well as on those qualities which, as L.I. Brezh- 
nev has pointed out, should organically combine party-mindedness with thorough 
competence, a disciplined spirit with initiative and a creative approach. 
Managerial personnel and their qualifications, their managerial, political, 
and moral qualities, as a rule, become revealed not on the basis of resumes 

or questionnaires but on the basis of actual performance in particular sectors 
of production. Only tried and tested and confidence-inspiring individuals 
should have the right to promotion. 


All party committees and organizations have long-range plans for cooperation 
with managerial personnel. The various related problems are regularly dis- 
cussed at the bureau meetings and plenums of party committees, at general 
party meetings, at seminars, and at scientific-practical conferences. As a 
result, the overwhelming majority of kolkhozes and sovkhozes is headed by 
men satisfying the requirements of the present and justifying the confidence 
placed in them by the nation. Suffice it to present the following figures: 
Out of 171 sovkhoz directors, 168 have higher special education and 118 of 
these had previously been kolkhoz members or sovkhoz workers. A similar 
pattern prevails in the statistics on kolkhoz chairmen. But, as the saying 
goes, there is many a slip betwixt cup and lip. There still exist quite a 
few instances in which farms are headed by specialists with higher education 
but their production increases slowly and the social and living conditions 
in the countryside remain largely unimproved. There also exist quite a few 
farms which, as the saying goes, mark time. Why does this happen? Chiefly 
because their managers are behind the times and cannot catch up with the 
vigorous process of economic intensification which now currently takes place 
in the countryside. 


In the last 4 years in this oblast 241 farm managers were replaced with 465. 
True, a definite majority have been promoted, left for further training, or 
retired on pension or left owing to illmess. Nevertheless a sizable number, 
namely, 55 persons have been relieved for failure to cope with their duties 
or for compromising themselves. Nearly one-half of these kept their posts 

for less than 2 years. This is our definite shortcoming. To determine the 
causes of this evil, the oblast party committee has analyzed the actual exper- 
ience of the Zhlobinskiy, Vetkovskiy, Dobrushskiy, Gome'skiy, Lel'chitskiy, 
and certain other rayon party committees in working with managerial cadres. 


The sources of the mistakes are, as the analysis showed, traceable chiefly to 
an incorrect, formalistic approach by certain party committees to the selection 
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and investigation of managers and toward creating a standby pool of managers. 
For example, at the Vethovskiy and Zhlobinskiy rayons they scurried looking 
for a replacement at the very moment when a manager had to be relieved. But 
since no adequate choice could be made at the last moment, and time was pres- 
sing, whoever was at hand had to be accepted. Hence also the mistakes. At 
the party committees the problem of creating a standby pool of managerial 
personnel was treated superficially, and individuals selected at random, even 
if they were experts, were listed in the roster. There was a lack of a well- 
organized system for the selection, training, and education of standby man- 
agers--of all that which V.I. Lenin had termed the tenfold on-the-job trial 
or cadres by advancing them from elementary to increasingly more complex 
tasks. 


In the Dobrushskiy Rayon the standby managerial pool is treated differently. 
The rayon committee has confirmed the appointment of 17 persons from among 
the available experts to the positions of heads of kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
[It has selected base farms for training, and it has carefully determined the 
forms and schedules of that training. Such is the attitude in that rayon to- 
ward the standby pool of managers suggested by leading experts and middle- 
level administrators. The selection of candidates is based on a thorough 
assessment of their moral and managerial qualities by the primary [party] 
branches. Once a member of the standby pool becomes appointed to a managerial 
post he is not left to cope alone with the existing problems but always pro- 
vided the necessary help and support. The initiators of such a system were 
primarily the first secretary of the rayon party committee S.A. Gerkusov, who 
within that rayon has traveled the path from a kolkhoz agronomist to a skill- 
ful and capable head of the rayon party organization. 


The oblast party committee is taking steps to have all the party committees 
emulate the experience of the Dobrushskiy Rayon Party Committee, and it has 
everywhere helped to mark out the correct paths toward the solution of a cru- 
cial aspect of party work--the work with the managerial cadres. 


As part of monitoring the implementation of the drafted recommendaticns, re- 
cently the oblast party committee bureau has listened to reports on the per- 
formance of the Rechitskiy, Petrikovskiy, and Yel'skiy rayon party committees. 


Experience shows that when appointing new captains of production mistakes 
should be avoided in selecting the candidate, and the comrade selected to 
head a sovkhoz or kolkhoz should display all the gifts of the organizer: 
political, managerial, and moral qualities; that he should, as V.I. Lenin 
has taught, have a sober mind and a practical bent; that he should effi- 
ciently and without any fuss organize a smooth and well-coordinated perfor- 
mance of the entire collective. 


But it is easy to say that mistakes should be avoided. How can the gifts of 
an organizer be perceived in some individual or another? At first glance 

it may seem to be fairly easy. After all, the opportunities for such dis- 
tinction have now become immeasurably greater. More than 14,000 persons 
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AOW work 46 experte in thie obieast, and more than 3,000 of them have higher 
@éducation, Lt would seem that the chotlee is bread. But life confirms that 
not every expert 4 feady-Mede manager, though nearly every one has the 
potential, You do set learn the art of managing in a school. This happens 
in the course of life, during actual work, in intercourse with others and 
under the direct infiuence of others, under the supervision and with the aid 
of party organizations and committees, Much depends on ue: Whether these 


very gifte wlli bloom in @ young expert or whether they will wither in the 
bud. in thie commection, tt hae become Hecessary to assign young experts, 
directiy after their graduation from higher school, to the better farms 
even though, 48 4 fule, on these farms tere is never 4 shortage of mhahager= 


ial personmel., Hut iet Chem learn there. it is precisely on 4 leading, model 
farm Chat 4 specialist develope @oet rapidly the qualities needed in a modern 
manager, under Che watehful eye of hie sentor comrades whose wisdom, comradely 
ind paternea’ aseletance, and support can largely determine his fate. Such 
guides=preceptore who, expecting fo material return, prompted by their magnan- 
imity, spiritual goodness, and generosity, share their experience and organi- 
eational ekille with young experte and thereby also help use “forge” them into 
manageria. material, are quite a few in our oblast. Among these mentors 


he following should chiefly be named: The comrades Potashkin, Pyrkh, Pyat- 
henxo, Theleenyak, Koval’, Sechivke, Varenikov, Bobkov, Oveyanikov, and 
many, many others. They are our gold reserve, our pillar for the transmission 


f a rich experlence to the younger generation, to the training of worthy suc- 
ceseors., The base fares for aanagerial training have now been identified in 
every rayon. Such @ sethed serves to markedly reduce the period of the adap- 
tation of the mew manager to the collective, and enables it already from the 
hegimning to act more boldly and confidently and to focus on the solution of 
the principal economic and educational problems. 


in their turn, the sandatory interviews which candidates for managerial pro- 
motion gust appear for at the oblast and tayon party committees not only serve 
to avoid many errors in the selection of administrators but also to uncover 
our gape and shortcomings tn thie work, Recently, for example, the Lel'chitekiy 
Rayon Party Committee had dispatched for an interview with the oblast party 
ommittee the Deputy Chairman cf the Krasnyy Oktyabr' Koikhoz, G.N. Sechko, 
with the object of recommending hie for the chairmanship of a kolkhog. It 
turned out that he wae unfamiliar with the farm which he was to manage. The 
oblast committee recommended that he visit the farm. Some time later, Com- 
rade Sechko telephoned and asked to withdraw his nomination, since he was 
uncertain whether he could perform well there. Of course, this seemingly 
strange but honest request had to be satisfied. Indeed, he could not be 
dispatched there against hie wieh. To the Lel'chitekiy Rayon Party Committee 
this event served as a good leseon, it is believed. 


We severely condemn shortcomings in cadre policy, punish those who tolerate 
them, help and (each to select correct forms and methods of work with people 
in general and administrators in particular. In this connection, let us 
reconsider the Braginskiy example with which this article began. When the 
director of Ostroglyady was being selected, two nominations were made and 
both turned out to be mistakes. Such trial nominations cost us dearly and 
cause considerable economic losses to the state. We now demand that, once

Loyevexiy fayon executive committees, I.F. Chernyshev and F.M. Khme] 'nitskiy. 


when appointing workers to managerial positions, it is highly important to 
weigh Che opinions held about him by the local party branch and the entire 
collective.

The party members supported the rayon 
ommitcee's opinion and offered valuable practical advice to their comrade. 


Experience in promoting personnel with prior discussion of their candidacy 
amone the collectives in which they work is increasingly spreading among 
the local party organization. 


de encourage in every way a critical approach to evaluating the performance 

idministrators, which helps in an early detection and correction of short- 
omings in that performance. Wherever this is not done, there arise conditions 
favoring the derailment of managers onto the path of busybodyism, arrogance, 
resting on one's laurels, conceit, verbosity, and hypersensitiveness to 
eriticiem. This, tn particular, happened with A.S. Parakhnevich, who had 
worked as direct. r of the Novoselkd Sovkhoz in Petrikovskiy Rayon for nearly 
19 years. He knew his business well and in his time he had been quite a good 
directoce of the collective. A lot of construction went on at the farm, and 
jands were reclaimed. But gradually the director began to believe in his 
indispensability and infallibility and ceased to consider the opinion of young 
experts, and of the heads of the rayon, and subsequently he distanced himself 
from sovkhog afiairs and took the path of personal enrichment. Attempts were 
made to correct him, but it turned out to be too late: The man perished as a 
jirector, having lost the moral right to be one. 


The operating practice of party organizations is firmly permeated by the 
principle of evaluating the performance of administrators from the standpoint 
f the requirements of the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee "On Further 
Improvements in Ideological and Political-Educational Work." We now consider 








not only the indicators of production plan fulfillment and the competence 
of workers in their poste but aleo the relationship between administrators 
and people and their concern for educating the people. 


In Svetlogorekiy Rayon V.A. Shur used to work as a kolkhog chaipman, He was 

a good administrator, but he did not delegate powers and could not find a 
common language with specialists, who, of course, could not accept it. The 
municipal party committee had repeatedly admonished the hapless administrator, 
but he adhered to his views, continuing to iesue commands, Ultimately, he was 
relieved of the duties of chairman, with the unusual explanation "for incom- 
petance in human relations and refusal to learn about them." Instances of 
this kind are widely discussed and given wide currency with the object of 
prompting administrators and party leaders to draw proper conclusions from 
them. 


in focusing on a high level of the work to select and educate kolkhoz and 
sovkhoz managers the oblast party organization expects of them unflagging in- 
itiative, refusal to tolerate routine work, impatience with mediocre perforn- 
ance, and a constant search for and exploitation of new production potential. 
Only then will agricultural production march in step with the times and im- 
plement the goals posed to it by the party. 
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ESTONIAN PRIVATE PLOTS: A NECESSITY

(Text) It can still be heard in places that the private sector interferes 
with the performance of col.ective farming. The head of a large farm in 
Paydeskiy Rayon has even said he refuses to eat any meat or milk produced by 
private farming. Clearly, he is accustomed to large-scale work and has for- 
gotten that big rivers are fed by little tributaries. 


But these are only words, and so let use consider figures. In 1979 in Khaap- 
saluskiy Rayon the privatesector accounted for 18.3 percent of the milk and 
9.9 percent of the meat sold to the state by the rayon's farms. At the Ridala 
Rural Soviet, which accounte for 7,500 hectares of farmland and whose area 
includes a sovkhoz and a kolkhoz, the private sector accounted for 29 per- 
cent of milk procurements and 11.6 percent of meat. While milk yield per 

cow on the farms of the rayon averaged 3,170 kg, and on the farms of our rural 
soviet, 3,000 kg, on the private land plote it exceeded 3,500 kg. This last 
figure does not, moreover, include the milk sold by private plots via the 
kolkhoz market and via the procurements system of the consumer cooperatives. 
But since all this comes to our table, it can be stated that so long as the 
socialized sector cannot completely satisfy the demand for foodstuffs, pro- 
duction by the private sector remains not only desirable but necessary. Cer- 
tain recently adopted decrees of the party and state obligate the heads of kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes to pay more attention to private land plots. 


The effectiveness of the private sector is also characterized by the fact that 
it utilizes the meadows and pasturelands not used by the collective farms. 
Moreover, private farming may be regarded as a form of organization of lei- 
sure time, since people till their plote during their off-duty time. On the 
area of the Rural Soviet there live families, e.g. the Korytkins, Chumak, 
Maantoa, Sims and Al'yaste, who not only work excellently as members of farm 
collectives and take an active part in social work, but also sell to the state 
a great deal of meat and milk from their private land plots. Thus, the 
Al'yaste family last year sold to the state 4,351 kg of milk. Incidentaily, 
the head of the family, M. Al'yaste, himself is a deputy to the Rural Soviet. 
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fut although production in the private sector at present ie a profitable 
activity, te tende to diminish. Thie ie due to the reduction in the number 

of private plots as well as in the numbers of privately owned Livestock. 

in 1974 on the area of the Rural Soviet 668 kolkhos members and sovkhos work= 
ere operated their own private land plote, and of these only 179 did not raise 
livestock ae well, But a6 of 1 January 1980 there remained only 597 private 
land plote, and 256 families did not raise any livestock at all. During the 
10th Five-Year Plan period the Livestock population in the rayon'se private 
sector decreased by 21.6 percent, 


To halt thie trend, our Rural Soviet focused ite attention on private pro- 
duction. We identified the private farme which do not #e1] milk and meat 
through the etate procurements system, A permanent agricultural commissios 
wae charged with the task of determining the causes of this situation and 
eliminating the probleme. We particularly concerned ourselves with the pei- 
formance of the procurement organizations and the estate of the roads, and 

we introduced the keeping of records of the sales of meat and milk on pri- 
vate farms. We assigned (from the estate reserves) meadows and grazing lands 
to citizene for regular use, with the best sectors going to those citizens 
who sell their surpluses to the state procurements system. We spread prop- 
aganda among the population, and recommended to [socialized) farms that 

they tranefer unused farm premises to their workers as premises for privately 
owned livestock. 


Ae a result we succeeded in increasing the livestock population last January, 
as compared with the preceding January, in the private sector: By 44 head 

of cettle and 20 head of sheep. The sales of wilk per cow also have increased. 
It is particularly gratifying that the number of private farms raising live- 
stock has increasec. Forecaste indicate that the cattle population will con- 
tinue to increase this year. Such changes do not happen of themselves. The 
Rural Soviet daily encounters a pile of big and Little problems. 


For many years, e.g. it was difficult for the rayon's sheep growers to ex- 
change wool for finished yarn, because this was unprofitable to the local 
consumer services combine. Now the problem has been solved. The combine's 
director has assured the Rural Soviet that all the consumer services outlets 
will accept wool, and that the yarn will be distributed in exchange within 

1 month afterward. Thus one problem has been solved. But what if another 
step forward is made. Why only yarn? Why not processed sheepskins as well. 
And for that matter, why not tailored sheepskin coats in the right size as 
well? 


Production in the private sector largely depends on the organization of 
procurements. On the area of our Rural Soviet milk from private farms is 
procured by the Likhulas Shop of the Tallinn Dairy Combine, on using trucks 
from Motor Vehicle Base No 6. Since the milk is obtained from scattered 
settlements, much depends on the conscientiousness of drivers and milk re- 
cipients. For many years the pick-yp route did not extend to the Saardo 
Village. But then Yu. Aednurm became the driver on that circular route 

and E. Kyuynarpuu became the new recipient. Despite the poor state of the 





road, they decided on their own to inmelude Saardo in their route. By now 

the road has been basically repaired and milk deliveries proceed smoothly. 
The village's inhabitants have been calling the Rural Soviet and asking to 
thank the driver and the recipient. lt te my pleasure to convey these thanke 
Via thie newepajper. 


Ten=liter milk containers have long ago ceased to be sold, As for the 25- 
and 40 liter containers, they are cumbersome to use, particularly for elderly 
people. Sometimes milk has to be carried in paile to the milk truck. The 
fault lies, ineofar as | know, with the Vagar Production Association which 

ie consistently slow in providing convenient containers. 


A reason for the decrease in Livestock population in the private sector has 
been the organization of our rural housing construction. Thue, in Sinalepa 
Village, at the center of the Ridala Sovkhoz, each year another apartment 
building ise erected. However, these buildings do not satisfy the expectations 
of rural inhabitants, because they do not include livestock premises for pri- 
vate owners. This also applies to the Kyul'vaa Kolkhoz. Last year the (so- 
clalized) farme were left by several families on the grounds that they lacked 
the chance to raise their own Livestock there. In this case we can only state 
the fact and sound the alarm: The Rural Soviet is not qualified to decide 

on the problems of rural construction. Yet this question is ripe, and the 
necessary steps must be taken on a republic-wide scale. 
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
